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THE COAST ARTILLERY BOARD 


HF first Artillery Board in our Army 
was based on a recommendation sub- 
nitted to Congress in 1776 by Brigadier 
General Henry Knox, which provided: 
‘That all matters respecting artillery and 
artillery stores be under the direction of 
aBoard of Ordnance whose business shall 
le the regulation and management of the 
ifairs of the Department and to whom 
returns shall be made.” 

The Artillery Board of Practice was 
organized at Ft. Monroe in April 1824, 
ud Ft. Monroe became the favorite ex- 
primental ground for testing guns and 
arriages and other artillery materiel. 
While Ft. Monroe was recognized as the 
headquarters from which emanated opin- 
ins on artillery subjects, no permanent 
wtillery board other than the Board of 
Practice was in existence between the 
dose of the Revolution and the Civil 
Wars, 

In 1866 a permanent Artillery Board 
was organized “to which questions per- 
taining to the artillery arm of service may 
referred, by the Secretary of War, or 
the General-in-Chief, for discussion and 
recommendation.” (General Order No. 6, 
War Department, 30, January 1866.) 
Paragraph 2 of this order provided that: 
‘The Board shall also have the power to 
make original recommendations to the 
(ommander-in-Chief in reference to the 
interests and efficiency of the Artillery 
im.” The Artillery Board of 1866, which 
net in Washington, was the last attempt 
give the artillery a permanent repre- 
entative at the War Department until 
he artillery was reorganized as a Corps 
vith a separate Chief in 1901.

Study Navy Reorganization 

A committee composed of Assistant 
Secretary of the Navy Lewis Compton, 
Admiral Joseph M. Reeves, USN-Ret., and 
Capt. Daniel J. Callaghan, USN, has been 
appointed to investigate and report upon 
the advisability of establishing a technical 
staff corps as an adjunct to the line of 
the Navy. 

The board was created in compliance 
with a provision in the Act of 25 June 
1940, which abolished the Construction 
Corps of the Navy and merged officers of 
that corps with the line. The Secretary 
of the Navy was directed in the act to 
transmit the report of the board to Con 
gress within 10 days of the beginning of 
the 77th Congress, or in January, 19/41. 

The board is to include in its study all 
matters concerning the status of line offi- 
cers designated for specialized duty. 

Such a technical corps as that which 
the committee is now studying is no new 
proposal for the Navy. The idea has been 
advanced many times over a long period 
of years to ameliorate the present condi 
tion—of a line with specialists side by 
side with corps of specialists. 

Officers of that corps might be included 
in a technical corps, if one is eventually 
set up. Also included might be ordnance 
experts, engineering duty only officers, 
aeronautical engineering duty only offi 
cers, and the former construction corps 
ollicers. 

The Bureau of Navigation this week 
issued a Circular Letter, No. 72-40, which 
gave a general summary of the Act of 25 
June 1940 and a detailed summary of the 
effect of each of the 17 sections of the 
act which was previously printed in the 
ARMY AND NAvy JOURNAL. 

The act, in general, provides: 

(a) Officers on the active list of the Con- 
struction Corps on the date of the Act were 
transferred to the line of the Navy in the 
rank and grade corresponding to that held 
by them in the Construction Corps. 

(b) Officers so transferred were designated 
for engineering duty only and made additional 
numbers in grade. They will: be additional

New Reserve Force Asked 

Creation of new category of military 
personnel, a “Coast Guard Reserve,” pat 
terned after the Naval Reserve and avail- 
able for active duty in time of war or 
during a national emergency declared by 
the President was asked of Congress this 
week by Secretary of the Treasury Mor 
genthau. 

The plan is to convert the present Coast 
Guard Reserve, which is non-military in 
character, intoa “Coast Guard Auxiliary” 
and to create an entirely new Coast Guard 
Reserve along military lines for actual 
service with the Coast Guard or the Navy 
during war. It would be composed of 
male citizens of the United States between 
the ages of 17 and 64, who are physically 
and otherwise qualified for duty with 
the Coast Guard. Highest rank given 
would be lieutenant commander. 

Under the proposal present chief war- 
rant officers, warrant oflicers, and enlisted 
men of the regular Coast Guard would be 
eligible for commissions in the Reserves. 





There are many such men, the Secretary | 


stated “who by reason of their training 
and experience would be of greater value 
to the Coast Guard in the proposed ad 
vanced status during a war or a period 
of national emergency.” 

In transmitting the requested bill to the 
Speaker of the House, Secretary Morgen- 
thau, instead of making the usual state- 
ment that the measure has the approval 
of the Bureau of the Budget, stated that 
it had been “approved by the President 
of the United States.” 

In his letter explaining the bill and the 
need for it, Secretary Morgenthau stated: 

“The proposed bill is designed to accom 
plish the following major purposes, namely: 

“1, Repeal the Coast Guard Reserve Act 


of 1939, 58 Stat. 854 (U.S.C., Sup. V, title 14, 
e9), a8 amended by Public No. 546, 76th 
Congress, 3d Session, and in lieu of the 


Coast Guard Reserve provided for in such 
Act, establish a United States Coast Guard 
Auxiliary. The establishment of the Auxil- 
iary in lieu of the existing Reserve involves 
little more than a change In name,

Air Force Command Hq. 
To Move to Washington 


Plans have been approved to move the 
headquarters of the General Headquar- 
ters Air Force from Langley Field, Va., 
to Bolling Field, Anacostia, D. C. It is 
expected that the transfer will be made 
some time between January and March. 


When the move is completed the head- 
quarters of the Air Force will be vir- 
tually a stone’s throw from the Army 
GHQ, for Maj. Gen. Lesley J. MeNair, 
USA, chief of staff of the GHQ, has his 
staff set up in the Army War College 
across the Kastern Branch of the Potomac 
from Bolling Field. 


Only headquarters units of the Air 
Force will be brought to Washington 
from Langley, it being undérstood that 
no combat units will. accompany it. Lang- 
ley Field will become an Air Base under 
the contemplated reorganization of the 
Air Force as reported in the 7 Sept. issue 
of the AkMy AND NAvy JOURNAL. 


It is recalled that for some time the De- 
partment has been determined on moving 
the Air Force headquarters from Lang- 
ley. At first it was decided to move it 
to Scott Field, IL, but this transfer was 
dropped and the headquarters kept at 
Langley until the present decision to 
move it to Bolling Field where it will be 
close to the Army GHQ. It is possible 
that some such close liaison may be 
planned for the Armored Foree, At pres- 
ent a representative of the Armored 
Force maintains an office with the War 
Department General Staff. 

The Sth Pursuit Group, now at Langley 
Field, will be moved to Mitchel Field, 
N. Y., next month. However, other units 
will be transferred to Langley, including 
the 23rd and 32nd Pursuit Squadrons (1), 
of the 36th Pursuit Group, now at Kelly 
Field, Tex., and the 19th and 38rd Bom- 
bardment Squadrons (M), of the 22nd 
Bombardment Group, now at Patterson 
Field, Ohio, 

The movement of the Air Force Head- 
quarters gives credence to rumors that 
Maj. Gen. H. H. Arnold, now chief of the 
Air Corps, will be made its Commanding 
General and given temporary advanced 
rank of lieutenant general. Maj. Gen. 
Delos IXmmons, present commander of 
the Force, is understood to be slated to 
command one of the four Air Districts to 
be set up throughout the continental 
United States, 

Sites for two new Army Air Corps sta- 
tions were announced this week by the 
War Department. One will be located at 
the Municipal Airport, Hartford, Conn., 
and the other at Ft. Devens, Mass. 

The 57th Pursuit Group (1) and the 
80th Air Base Group will be formed at 
Hartford at a later date. These Air Corps 
units will be composed of approximately 
140 officers and 1,200 enlisted men. Ser 
vice elements approximating 40 officers 
and 500 enlisted men are also to be sta- 
tioned there. 

The 152nd Observation Squadron of the 
National Guard will be formed at Ft. 
Devens, and will be composed of approxi- 
mately 30 officers and 150 enlisted men.

General approval was accorded the War Department announcement that the Reg- 
ular Army horse cavalry was to be greatly expanded. “There will never be another 
Charge of the Light Brigade,” states the Boston, Mass., J/erald, “but the future will 
provide its Sheridans and its Stuarts. The horse can go where tanks cannot. All 
depends on the work to be done and the terrain.” “To be sure,” concurs the Colorado 
Springs, Colo,, Gazctte, “the new science of war calls for radical revisions in cavalry 
technique; but the horse still has an important role.” Observes the Lewiston, Idaho, 
Tribune, “Back of this move is the experience of the German military machine.” 
In the same vein, the Reno, Nev., Gazette says, “Although German mechanized forces 
were credited with being the deciding factor in the invasion of the Low Countries and 
France, the Germans used 800,000 horses for transport work, in addition to eighteen 
thousand in the cavalry. And one of the first German contingents to enter Paris 
was horse-drawn artillery. United States Army officials have plenty of evidence to 
support their belief that the horse is still important in war.” 

“Although some cavalry organizations have turned to armored cars and tanks 
(real or on paper) for mounts, that does not mean that the Army horse is through,” 
says the San Antonio, Texas, Mrpress. “Developments in European warfare and 
experience in recent American military maneuvers have proved that a valedictory 
for ‘old Dobbin’ would be premature.” Observes the Chicago, Ill, News, “Our Army 
is not just being old-fashioned. Nor is it swayed entirely by the argument that 
warfare in this hemisphere may involve terrain where a horse is a more dependable 


244th CA Enters Federal Service 
| ape the National Guard Regiments 

ordered into Federal service is The 
244th Const Artillery, New York National 
Guard, New York City’s famed “Old 
Ninth.” The Regiment, under command 
of Col. Malcolm W. Force, is stationed at 
Virginia Beach, Va. 

The preliminary organization of the 
regiment took place by virtue of an order 
from Governor John Jay to Brig. Gen. 
James Miles Ilughes, dated Albany, N. Y., 
24 June 1700. By this order, the Sixth In- 
fantry, of which this regiment is the sue 
cessor, Was formed by a transfer of four 
compiunies from the Ist Regiment, three 
from the 2nd, five companies from the 3rd 
Regiment, two companies from the 4th 
(all organized 4 Muar, 1786) three com 
ponies from the Sth, (organized 11 May 
1780) and the Independent Rifle Company 
(organized 28 Aug. 1708), 

The Sixth Regiment, New York State 
Jnfantry, was permanently organized with 
1G companies, under the command of LA. 
Col, Commandant Jacob Morton, on 8 
Mar, 1800, This regiment was changed by 
General Orders, AGO New York to the 
Second New York Artillery, 27 Mar. 1805, 
nnd to the Ninth Regiment, New York 
State Artillery, 13 June 1S12. The follow 
ing year, if was reduced to a battalion, 
and becume a regiment again, by orders of 
Council of Appointment, 6 June 1816, Dur- 
ing the reorganization of the New York 
State Militia (1850-18590) the Regiment 
was twice reorganized, und was 
anew as The Ninth New York, 25 June 
ISH. 

Under this title, it entered the Service 
of The United States 27 May LS61, and was 
mustered in at Washington, 8 June 1861; 
us the S3rd New York Volunteers, it 
served until June, 1864. On returning to 
State service, the Regiment regained its 
designation as the Yth Regiment, National 
Guard, State of New York. 

On 17 May 1808, The Ninth Regiment 
Infantry, New York Volunteers entered 
Federal Service, being mustered out on 
15 Noy, 1898, 

To conform to the Military Law (1908) 
GO No. 7, AGO, NY, 23 Jan. 1908, the 
Ninth Regiment was reorganized as Coast 
Artillery, which designation was changed 
to The Ninth Coast Defense Command, 
August, 1914. 

The 9th Coast Defense Command was 
inducted into Federal Service for the 
World War on 5 Aug. 1917, and trans- 
ferred to Fort Hancock, N. J., where sev- 
eral batteries served for the duration of 
the War. Other batteries were trans- 
ferred to the 57th FA and the 1st Trench 
Mortar Battalion, both of which saw ac- 
tive overseas service. 

In 1920 and 1921, the regiment was 
Federally recognized as the 9th Coast De- 
fense Command, and in the general re- 
organization in 1924, pursuant to the Na- 
tional Defense Act, was redesignated as 
the 244th Coast Artillery. 

The regiment was authorized to place 
silver rings op the lances of its colors, en- 
graved as follows:

Study Navy Reorganization 
(Continued from First Page) 
numbers in-any grade to which they may 
hereafter be promoted. 

(c) Except as hereinafter noted, officers 
transferred will be governed by the provi- 
sions of existing laws relating to line officers 
assigned to engineering duty only. Officers 
who have failed of selection one or more times 
on the date of transfer shall be regarded as 
having failed of selection as best fitted once 
only. 

(d) The number of rear admirals designated 
for engineering duty only is reduced to six 
in a manner especially provided and there- 
after that number shall the permanent 
authorized number. 

(e) Aeronautical engineering duty only offi- 
cers were also designated for engineering 
duty only. 

(f) Officers designated for engineering duty 
only shall not succeed to command except 
on shore and then only as authorized by the 


Secretary of the Navy. 


Home Guard Bill Passes 

With House approval of Senate amend- 
ments, the bill authorizing the establish- 
ment of home guard organizations in the 
States is now before President Roosevelt 
for his approval. The House on 14 Oct. 
accepted the measure as it was amended 
in the Senate, the final text being that 
printed on page 167 of the ARMY AND 
NAVY JOURNAL of 12 Oct. 

Under the measure no Federal pay 
would be furnished the members of the 
states’ Home Guards, but the War De- 
partment would lend them equipmeni, 
upon request of the governors, when such 
is available. The units, as such, would 
not be subject to calls into federal ser- 
vice, but, however, membership in the 
units would not serve to exempt individ- 
uals from the draft. 

The units would be purely for state 
service, the War 
stated that it has plans for mobilizing 56 
battalions of military police to perform 
guard duty over purely Federal activ- 
ities. 

When the House accepted the measure, 
Representative Smith of Connecticut

made a statement and answered queries 


as follows: 

Mr. Smith of Connecticut. “The units 
tablished under this bill would be State units 
whose obligations would be to perform the 
duties of the National Guard while the Na- 
tional Guard units ure outside of the States. 
Such units are necessary in some States for 
the guarding of waterworks and other public 
utilities against sabotage. A number of the 
States feel they should have some military 
units at hand. 

“The Federal Government has some equip- 
ment it can lend to the States, including a 
great number of rifles to arm such units, It 
is practically the same system that was used 
at the time of the World War when the Na- 
tional Guard was called from the States and 
the so-called State guard was set up. 

“Many of the States have already gone 
ahead and organized these units, but they 
need equipment and arms. These guard units 
have been oftficered in many cases by former 
National Guard officers who have either re- 
tired or resigned, and by World War vet- 
erans beyond the age limit for active mili- 
tary service, 

“The prohibition in the Defense Act against 
the maintenance of troops outside of the Na- 
tional Guard was held to prohibit the War 
Department from lending any equipment to 
any State unit outside of the National Guard

except to those few known as the Ancient 
Corps under section 68 of the act. There hag 
heen a dispute as to the constitutionality of 
trying to prevent any militia unit from be.

the Defense Act; but regardless of the ques- 
tion of constitutionality of the existing pro- 
vision of the Defense Act there is no ques- 
tion but that the legislation we have here ig 
necessary before the Federal Government 
could lend equipment to the States; and jt is 
necessary in order to make effective these 
State units which many of the States, includ- 
ing New York, Connecticut, Texas, and oth- 
ers, are now setting up to take the place ot 


the guard while the guard is away in the 
Federal service.” 
Mr. Rich. “Then do I understand that the 


Federal Government will not contribute any- 
thing to the maintenance of the home guard, 
but that is a matter that will have to be left 
entirely to the States?” 

Mr. Smith. “There is no provision for it ip 
this bill. The immediate purpose of this bill 
is to obtain equipment for them. We have 
not gone any further in view of the legisla 
tive situation and the lack of time right now 
to go into it any more thoroughly. The Na- 
tional Guard, of course, is called out for only 
1 year under the present situation, so that 
this is more or less a temporary set-up to take 





the place of the guard while the guard is in 
the Federal service.” 

Mr. Elston. “As I understand it, this bill 
is ubsolutely necessary if the States are to 


have any units ot all during the time that the 
National Guard is in the Federal service? It 
is also necessary if the States are to get any 
help at all from the Federal Government to 
the way of arms, ammunition, or equipment?" 

Mr. Smith. “Certainty it necessary if 
the Federal Government is to furnish them 
arms, ammunition, and equipment. There ls 
some question as to whether the present pro 
hibition against the States maintaining units 
outside the National Guard, which is now it 
the law, is effective, but this removes any 
question about that. This makes it clear that 
the States may maintain the units and the 
Government may lend the States such equip 
ment and arms as it has available.”

Selective Service Director 

Dr. Clarence A. Dykstra, president of 
the University of Wisconsin, took the oath 
of office as Director of the Selective Set 
vice on 17 Oct. Dr. Dykstra’s nominations 
was confirmed in the Senate 15 Oct, after 
the action had been delayed a day by the 
objections of Senator Holt of West Vit 
ginia, an opponent of conscription. 

The new director stated that the Nation 
approaches selective service faced with 
the question of “whether it will open Up 
great opportunities for national unity and 
for individual growth as well, or is it t@ 
be a great regimenting process?” 

“As I undertake its administration,” he 
added, “it is with the hope that all of the 
agencies of our national defense and 0 
our own national life may work together 
to make the selective service systed 
minister not only to the national power fot 
defense but also to the education and 
health of our young people as citizens 
and praticipators in the great adventure 
of democracy which lies ahead of us.” 


Navy Recruits 2237 

A total of 2,237 enlistments were Tf 
ported by Navy Recruiting Stations dur 
ing the week ending 11 Oct. Of these 2.1 
were first enlistments, 69 were reenlist 
ments and 35 enlistments of former st 
vice men. During the week 1,750 appr 
cants for first enlistment were accepted 
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Congress and Defense 


At its third session, which began 3 Jan. 
last and is still in progress, the 76th Con- 
gress has exceeded all previous peace- 
time records in providing for “the Com- 
mon Defense.” In the belief that the price 
of peace is complete preparedness it has 
undertaken, at an ultimate cost of more 
than $16,000,000,000, to double the Navy, 
triple the Army and more than quadruple 
the air forces of the United States. 
According to a compilation made as of 
11 September last and within the last few 
days reported to the Ilouse by its majority 
leader Congressman McCormack of 
Massachusetts appropriations and 
authorizations at the current session for 
National Defense had totaled on that date 
$15,488,759,853. Since that time appro- 
priations and authorizations amounting 
to $1,482,6938,000 have been added to that 
total. 

According to the break down of these 
totals, aS reported to the Ilouse, more 
than $7,000,000,000 has been provided at 
the present session for the new Navy and 
nearly the same amount for the new 
Army; also “hundreds of millions of dol- 
lars for planes in addition to the sums 
allocated for the air fleets” provided for 
the Army and Navy; “hundreds of mil- 
lions of dollars for equipment” ; “millions 
of dollars to train skilled workers”; 
“scores of millions for defense housing 
and $6,000,000 to cope with espionage and 
sabotage.” 

Congress passed its first billion dollar 
defense bill the middle of last May. Two 
weeks later another billion was granted 
for the same purpose. To this total 
another five billion was added on 10 July 
last. Subsequent to that date the remain- 
nig billions have been granted as the 
spread of wars and the threat of wars be 
yond the two great oceans have swiftly in- 
ceased the dangers confronting the 
Americas in general and the United States 
in particular. 

For the building of the new Navy, Con- 
gress, during the current has 
wthorized an 11% expansion program, 
maviation expansion program, and a two- 
wean Navy expansion program. Ina re 
vent report to the Senate the Chairman of 
its Committee on Naval Affairs, Senator 
Walsh of Massachusetts, declared that 
these three expansion programs provided 
for increasing the number of useful air 
lanes from not less than 3,000, to a total 
of 15,000, and the number of under-age 
ombtant vessels from 272 of 1,557,480 
ons, to approximately 480 vessels of 3,- 
‘49,480 tons. 

When these three shipbuilding pro- 
ams are completed in 1944 or 1945 the 
new Navy should consist approximately of 
2 over-age combatant and 480 
mder-age combatant together 
wth many auxiliary escort, patrol and 
niseellaneous vessels. 

These programs also provided for in- 
‘easing the authorized use of lighter- 
thin-aireraft to a total of not more than 
lghteen, and of useful non-rigid lighter 
hin-aircraft to not more than forty 
ght. They authorized the expansion of 
wWiation bases in the Atlantic and the 
Meific and aviation training facilities. 
They provided for the training of many 
housands of naval aviators and enlisted 
lots; for the speeding up of naval ship 
Wilding at both private and naval estab 
shments: for the manufacture of ord 
wince or munitions ; and for the expansion 
{facilities for producing armor at either 
tivate or naval establishments; and for 
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crease of various naval aviation facilities. 

Twenty-one important naval bills have 
been enacted at the current session, in- 
cluding the following: 

Reorganizing the Navy Department 
and consolidating the Bureau of Engineer- 
ing and the Bureau of Construction and 
Repair into the Bureau of Ships; trans- 
ferring the Construction Corps to the line 
of the Navy; authorizing appointment of 
100 assistant acting surgeons; regulating 
the number of warrant and commissioned 
officers in the Marine Corps; amending 
the Naval Reserve Act of 1938 relative to 
the computation of naval service ; increas- 
ing the number of midshipmen at the Na- 
val Academy to tive per national legisla- 
tor; increasing the authorized strength of 
the Naval Reserve Officers Training Corps 
personnel from 2400 to 7200; extending 
age limits for applicants as midshipmen 
at the Naval Academy; authorizing ad- 
ditional drydocks for the Navy, the sale 
of fuel, electric current and water at 
isolated naval stations, and appropria- 
tions for disposition of remains of per- 
sonnel of the Navy and Marine Corps; 
legislation for relief of World War sailors 
and Marines; authorizing payment of 
commited rations of enlisted men; estab 
lishing uniform rule of treatment for all 
civilian employees of the Navy Depart 
ment appointed for duty beyond the limits 
of continental United States; authorizing 
acceptance as a gift of the yacht Freedom 
from Sterling Morton. 

Toward the building of the new Army 
the appropriations and authorizations at 
the current session of the Congress have 
had as their general purpose that of en- 
abling the Army and its air force to garri- 
son all our possessions and strategic 
bases; to raise, train and equip mobile 
units of great striking power that they 
may, in cooperation with our neighbors, 
protect all parts of the Western Hemi- 
sphere; to strengthen our coastal de- 
fenses and to serve as our home defense 
against invasion, in case our sea and air 
forces should be penetrated. 

As of 5 Aug. last, out’ of the $14,702,- 
000,000 then requested for National De 
fense, $6,809,000,000) in appropriations 
and authorizations, made or pending, had 
been earmarked for the Army. Funds 
had been authorized and appropriated by 
the end of August for a Regular Army 
of 375,000 enlisted strength, 16,719 offi- 
cers, and 9,000 reserve officers in addition 
called for extended active duty. Subse 
quent appropriations and authorizations 
for the Army at the current session have 
increased the total beyond the seven bil- 
lion dollar mark. 

The passage of the National Guard 
Mobilization Act authorized its call 
for a year’s active duty with permis- 
sion granted to married officers below 
the rank of captain and married enlisted 
men to resign. This measure included also 
provision for the honorable discharge of 
guardsmen found to be indispensable to 
nu war industry. 

by the passage of the Selective Service 
Training Bill it is expected that 16,500,000 
men, between the ages of 21 and 35, will 
he subject to call for one year’s training, 
over the next five years; and that by the 
spring of 1941 the Army can have in train 
ing approximately 1,400,000 men, A total 
of 23400,000 men are to be trained in the 
next five years, under legislation enacted 
at the current session, and these will be 
in addition to the personnel of the regular 
Army and the National Guard recruited 
by the volunteer system. It is the expecta 
tion of the War Department, as reported 
to Congress, that when the new army is in 
heing, on or before 1 April 1945, its 
strength will be: Regular Army—875,000 
National Guard— 


men, 16,719 officers ; 

240,850 men, 15,000 officers; trained Re 
serve 3,000,000 men, 40,000 to 60,000 offi- 
cers, 


In addition to increasing the strength 
of the Regular Army, major legislative 
menusures for the new Army have included 
authorization for calling the National 
Guard into the Federal Service and using 
it throughout the Americas and in our 
overseas territory: the Selective Service 
Training bill, initiated by the Citizens 


Military Camps Association and revised 
on advice of the War Department and the 
Home Guard Bill which was passed with 
the approval of the Department but not 
introduced at its request. 





In addition to this expansion program 
for the Army the legislative proposals 
which have been enacted into law at the 
present session include the following 
measures of importance: 

For the relief of disbursing officers of 
the Army; providing for the selection of 
certain chiefs of branches from Brigadier 
Generals of the line and increasing the 
number of Brigadier Generals by four; 
authorizing the grade of lieutenant gen- 
eral for the commanding general of the 
Hawaiian and Panama Canal Depart- 
ments; increasing the strength of the 
Medical Department by seven per cent; 
giving the rank of captain in the 3rd pay 
period to the leader of the Military Acad- 
emy Band; striking out requirement of 
two years practice for candidates for ap 
pointment in the Dental Corps; providing 
for the retirement with advanced rank, 
ete., to Assistant Chiefs of Branches ; pro 
viding for enlistment in time of war in 
the Army of the United States instead 
of in one of its components ; providing for 
the promotion of promotion list officers 
of the Army after specified years of ser- 
vice in grade; preventing delay in promo 
tions of professors in the Military Aead- 
emy appointed from the Regular Army ; 
authorizing appropriations for construe- 
tion at military posts and for other pur 
poses; expediting the strengthening of 
the National Defense; authorizing officers 
detailed for training and duty as aireraft 
observers to be so rated: transferring 
Arlington Experimental Farm to the War 
Department; providing for the employ- 
ment on active duty of retired personnel 
of the Regular Army ; providing uniform- 
itv in temporary promotions in the Army 
of the United States in time of emergency ; 
suspending enforcement of certain civil 
linbilities of persons serving in the Mili 
tary and Naval establishments; inereas 
ing the authorized number of warrant 
officers and enlisted men in the Army Mine 
Planter Service, 

A number of other important measures 
have either been passed by or have been 
favorably reported to the Senate or the 
louse of Representatives. Action on 
some of these measures may be expected 
when resumes its regular ses 
sions after the November elections.

Change USMA Regulations 

Several changes are being made in 
army regulations affecting the Military 
Academy, one of which strengthens the 
authority of the superintendent, by pro- 
viding that the academy is under the im- 
mediate supervision and control of the 
War Department “exercised through the 
superintendent in whom is vested the im- 
mediate government and military com- 
mand of the academy.” 

The phrase quoted has been added to 
paragraph 8a (2) of AR 350-5. 

Sub-paragraph (1) of paragraph 8a, 
which describes the mission of the acad- 
emy has been changed to read, “The mis- 
sion of the Military Academy is to in- 
struct and train the Corps of Cadets so 
that each graduate shall have the qualli- 
ties and attributes essential to his pro- 
gressive and continued development 
throughout a lifetime career as an officer 
of the Regular Army.” Previously, the 
mission was “to provide a four-year 
course of instruction and training for the 
Corps of Cadets which will prepare its 
graduates for commissions in the Regu- 
lar Army.” 

The following sub-paragraph 
been added: 

Courses of tnstruction--Courses will in 
clude academic instruction and military 
training covering a period of four years, and 
of such seope and content as is determined 
by the War Department upon the recom- 
mendation of the superintendent. In general, 
courses of instruction and training will be 
designed to develop character and the per 
sonal attributes essential to an officer, to pro 
vide a balanced and liberal education in the 
arts and sclences, and to provide a broad 
basic military education rather than that in 
dividual proficiency in the technical duties of 
junior officers of the various arms which Is of 
necessity a gradual development, the respon 
sibility for which devolves upon the gradu 
ates themselves and upon the commands and 
schools to which they are assigned after be 
ing commissioned,

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Pay For Admirals and Generals 

The Navy Department this week re- 
quested Congress to enact legislation per- 
mitting the payment of full active duty 
pay and allowances to flag officers re- 
called to active duty. Basie law and 
rulings by the Comptroller General deny 
such payments to retired rear admirals 
who may be recalled to the active list. 

The draft of proposed legislation sub- 
mitted by Secretary of the Navy Knox 
also would permit the Army, Marine 
Corps, Guard, and Coast and 
Geodetic Survey, to pay retired flag and 
general oflicers full active duty pay and 
allowances when recalled to active ser- 
vice. The suggested bill also includes re- 
tired nurses among the Classes of service 
personnel entitled to full active pay when 
recalled to active duty.

Secretary of the Navy Knox’s action 
in requesting such legislation gives 
credence to rumors that the Department 
is planning to recall a number of flag 
otlicers to active duty in connection with 
the current emergency and the expan- 
sion program. Most persistent rumor, 
upon which the Department has declined 
to comment, is that Admiral William D. 
Leahy, USN-Ret., now Governor of Puerto 
Rico, would be recalled to his former post 
as Chief of Operations, relieving Admiral 
Ilarold G. Stark for other duties. Also 
likely is that the Department is planning 
to retain some or all of the nine rear ad- 
mirals slated to be retired for age this 
fiscal year. 

So fur as the Navy is concerned a pro- 
vision in the Third Supplemental Appro- 
priation bill, just signed by the President, 
permits the payment of full active duty 
pay to all retired personnel recalled to ac- 
tive duty, but this provision expires next 
June, 

Secretary's Letter 

In his letter to the Speaker of the 
llouse, Secretary Knox sald: 

“The purpose of the proposed legisla- 
tion is to amend said act so as to provide 
that all retired officers of the Army, Navy, 
Marine Corps, Coast Guard, and Coast 
und Geodetic Survey, and retired War- 
runt officers, nurses, and enlisted men of 
those services, shall, when on active duty, 
receive full pay and allowances, 

“The last sentence of Section 17, of the 
Act of 10 June, 1922, provides: 

“Retired officers of the Army, Navy, Marine 
Corps, Coast Guard, and Coast and Geodetie 
Survey below the grade of brigadier general 
or commodore, and retired warrant officers 
and enlisted mon of those services, shall, when 
on aetive duty receive full pay and allow 
nnCOs 

“This provision was construed by the 
Comptroller General as denying active 
duty pay and allowances to retired officers 
of the Navy above the rank of captain 
While on active duty. 

“The act of 20 Aug, 1016, provides: 

‘* * * hereafter any retired officer of the

Two More Armored Divisions

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Defenses in Pacific 

Members of the special subcommittee 
of the House Naval Committee returned 
this week after a three week’s tour of 
Naval defense in the Pacific satisfied that 
the work they authorized is well under 
way and that the best possible progress 
is being made. Representative Colgate 
Darden of Virginia, chairman of the 
group, said that a report is being drawn 
up for the full committee but that it will 
not contain any recommendations for fur- 
ther work, only a progress report. 

Other committee members on the trip 
were Representative Arthur B. Jenks of 
New Hampshire, Representative William 
S. Jacobsen of lowa, and Representative 
John Z. Anderson of California. 

Flying from Washington the subcom- 
mittee stopped at Corpus Christi before 
proceeding to the West Coast where they 
took the USS Chicago to Hawaii from 
where they flew by plane to Midway, 
Johnson and Palmyra Islands. Returning, 
they boarded the USS Whitney, a de- 
stroyer tender, to San Diego, thence by 
plane to Washington. 

Discussing his observations, Represen- 
tative Darden said that he now feels no 
concern about the safety of the West 
Coast. The Midway, Johnson and 
Palmyra Islands, he said, afford excel- 
lent observation posts from which our 
planes can patrol any approach to the 
fleet base on Oahu. Even should, by any 
remote possibility, the Fleet be defeated, 
Mr. Darden expressed grave doubts that 
any enemy could make a landing on Oahu 
in the face of the opposition the Army 
guns and troops could put up. 

The mandated islands, in the Marshalls 
and Carolinas, have no real fleet bases, 
he said. There would be the possibility 
of enemy raiders getting through, but 
they would be of little military im- 
portance and doubtless would be located 
by air patrol, he said. 

Asked concerning the proposed forti- 
fication of Guam, Mr. Darden said that he 
feels Congress may now be in the mood 
to approve it. However, he said that he 
personally does not believe it should be 
done. It is a small island, requiring a 
long line of supplies, and would cost 
hundreds of millions to put in an appreci- 
able state of defense, and as a military 
effort he does not believe it of great value. 
Neither does he put much stock in the 
Philippines, stating that the Filipinos 
have chosen to throw aside the protection 
we have given them and go on alone. 
Between the two, Mr. Darden said, he 
would prefer putting money in Guam, for 
there at least we would be boss and know 
where we stand. 

Representative Darden said that at 
Oahu he visited Schofield Barracks and 
talked at length with Lieutenant General 
Charles D. Herron, commanding general 
of the Hawaiian Department, who felt 
pretty confident of the ability of the 
Army to do its part in defending the out- 
post.

The Navy Department this week an- 
nounced that officers would not be re- 
quired to possess dress uniforms during 
the period of the emergency, nor would 
enlisted men of the Navy be required to 
weur white dress uniforms. 

Wearing of the Marine blue dress uni- 
form by enlisted men of many units was 
suspended some time ago, while the Army 
recently announced that wearing of blue 
dress uniforms would be suspended dur- 
ing the period of the emergency, and ofli- 
cers who do not possess sabers would not 
be required to purchase them. 

Instructions issued to the service by the 
Navy Department state that the only uni- 
forms required to be maintained by the 
personnel affected are: 

All officers of the Navy 
and service dress white. 

All officers of the Marine Corps—blue and 
white undress, winter and summer service. 

Enlisted personnel of the Navy——-white dress 
is discontinued for the period of the emer- 
weney. 

The Bureau of Navigation in Circular 
Letter No. 69-40 stated this week that re- 
tired officers of the Navy serving on active 
duty shall be required to have only those 
articles of uniform prescribed in Article 
H-S702 (1), Bureau of Navigation Man- 
ual. 

Officers of the Navy and Marine Corps 
attending White louse functions shall be 
prepared to wear any uniform prescribed,

sions of the Act of 290 Aug. 1916, supra, 
were repealed by Section 17 of the Act 
of 10 June 1922, supra. Ilowever, the 
Court of Claims in Rodman v. United 
States (70 Ct. Cls. 751) and in subsequent 
cases, held that the quoted provisions of 
the 1916 Act were not repealed by Section 
17 of the Act of 10 June 1922, as to retired 
ollicers of the Navy above the grade of 
captain and that rear admirals of the 
Navy on active duty after retirement ac- 
cordingly are entitled to active duty pay 
and allowances of a lieutenant commander 
us authorized by the cited act of 29 Aug. 
1916, 

“In decision A-34265, 15 Dee. 1930, to the 
Secretary of the Navy, the Comptroller 
General refused to accept the decision of 
the Court of Claims as first announced in 
the Rodman case as a correct interpreta- 
tion of the law. In decision A-92557, 
! March 1938, however, the Comptroller 
General did accept the Court of Claims 
decision in the Rodman case as authority 
for paying a retired rear admiral on ae- 
tive duty the pay and allowances of a 
lieutenant commander. 

“The Navy Department considers that 
retired otlicers above the rank of colonel 
in the Army or Marine Corps or of captain 
in the Navy should be allowed the full 
pay and allowances of that grade or rank 
when on active duty, and accordingly 
recommends enactment of the proposed 
legislation.” 

Secretary Knox told the Speaker that 
the proposed legislation had been sub- 
mitted to the Bureau of the Budget and 
approved, 





Text of Bill 

The text of the proposed bill is as fol- 
lows: 

Be it enacted, ete., “That so much of the 
last sentence of the third provision of Section

Instructions concerning the setting up 
of Army and Corps Headquarters under 
the new policy removing certain troop 
gnits from corps area control were trans- 
mitted to the service this week. 

Excerpts from The Adjutant General 
letter to commanding generals follows: 

Headquarters First, Second, Third, Fourth 
Armies will be expanded, and the Headquar 
ters of the I, II, III, IV, V, VI, VII, VII 
and IX Corps will be expanded or activated 
as indicated hereinafter. 

The Headquarters, First, Second, Third 
and Fourth Armies will be separate and dis 
tinct from Corps Area headquarters and with 
yt any duplication of personnel. These head 
quarters will, for the present, remain at their 
present stations. This is to be regarded as 
tmporary; it is contemplated that Army 
headquarters and Corps Area headquarters 
will be separated physically in the near fu 
wre, and their organizations should be sueh 
as to permit this separation without disturb 
ance to either, 

Initially, Army headquarters will be pro 
vided with minimum commissioned and en 
listed personnel, These headquarters will be 
built up gradually until they form effective 
feld headquarters. 

The officers now assigned to the Army gen 
eral staffs will continue on such assignment. 
Additional officers will be assigned. 


The five enlisted men (DEMIE) now assigned | 


each Army headquarters will continue on 
seh assignment. Eight additional enlisted 
men With grades and ratings as follows will 
be allotted each Army headquarters: one staff 
sergeant; one sergeant; four privates, first 
cass; specialists, fourth class; two privates, 
first class; specialists, fifth class. Additional 
enlisted men will be allotted as they become 
available and as the increased functions of 
the Army headquarters require such setion. 
Corps headquarters detachments of the II, 
{V, VI and IX Corps will remain at their 
present stations until further orders, Officers 
will be assigned these headquarters as divi 
don groupings require such action. 

Corps headquarters of the T, 111, V, VIT and 
Il Corps will be activated initially with 
oinimum commissioned sand enlisted per 
sonnel. They will be built up gradually until 
they form effective field headquarters, as for 
Army headquarters

IT WAS PATRIOTIC AMERICA at its best this week. Without a ripple of 
disorder, indeed with every evidence of satisfaction more than 16 million men of 
the ages of 21 to 35 inclusive, registered for military service under the first peace 
time Selective Service Act. It was a mass assemblage of loyal citizens, rich and poor, 
offering their lives and fortunes for the defense of their country. Simultaneously, 
there was being expressed another and equally important defense decision, Follow- 
ing a warning by Mr. Knudsen that the machine tool is the “hardest part” of the 
defense program, the Automobile Manufacturers Association directed a survey of 
its Industry in order “to develop and make effective a plan for the production of the 
desired tools, jigs, dies and fixtures, and the production of airplane parts.” While 
this diversion of the energies of our auto manufacturers may preclude the offering 
of new models to the public next year, it does mean that the goal Mr. Knudsen has 
in view will be reached, that is the provision of equipment “for 1,200,000 men and 
all heavy equipment for 800,000 more by April 1, 1942.” The country has not realized 
that foreign Governments prior to the war placed contracts with our tool industry, 
which monopolized practically its entire output up to next summer at least. Under 
a law approved last week, the President exercised the power it granted to requisi- 
tion machine tools, exempting only consignments for the Soviet Government. With 
the vast auto industry supplementing the tool factories, it is apparent that the pro- 
duction of munitions of all kinds will proceed apace, and that as the men drawn by 
lot from the registrants for induction into the Armed Forces become trained, they 
will for the most part receive at least belated instruction in the use of the new 
weapons. Thus in the end, and if we have time, the Nation will be provided with 
power harnessed to meet attack. Meanwhile, Totalitarian Governments have wit- 
nessed a formidable demonstration of American patriotism in the expression by man 
and machine of their willingness to fight for our American way of life. 


FOR THE SECOND TIME within a month it has been the high privilige of 
the Chief of Staff, General George ©. Marshall to welcome to the United States 
distinguished officers of the Armies of a group of the Republics to the South. Theirs 
is no mere call of courtesy, no empty gesture of diplomacy. They were invited by 
the Chief of Staff with a very practical purpose in view and have so accepted their 
vitally important mission. These members of the high command of the armies of 
our Latin American neighbors are here for the purpose of familiarizing themselves 
with the whole framework of our continental defense, to inspect the personnel and 
materiel of our armed forces and to exchange with our own military authorities the 
most candid and confidential views and recommendations regarding hemisphere se- 
curity. That their mission will be of gratifying assistance to our own Army is assured. 
That it will also prove of some benefit to our illustrious visitors is the hope which 
the household of our Nation shares with General Marshall and the Army he represents. 

The heartening significance of this exchange of confidences and sharing of ex- 
pert information and opinion on military matters of the most urgent moment will 
not be lost upon the peoples of the Americas. They know how greatly such a mission 
will cement the fellowship that binds the countries of the Western world in support 
of Hemisphere Security—a security toward which each of the Americas is prepar- 
ing to make an indispensable contribution. 

Nor will the warning implicit in this timely military mission be mistaken by 
would be aggressors beyond the seas for other than a firm resolve on the part of all 
the Americas to be “all for one and one for all” in the fostering of their fellowship 
and in the protection of their hemisphere against a common enemy. General Marshall 
and his Brother Officers of the Latin American Republics in the pursuance of their 
vital mission are not only strengthening the ties of friendship among the Americas. 
They are making world history in a world crisis.

J. B.—Pay of officers in the Army has 
no direct relation to grade. If you will 
examine the pay tables in the back of the 
Army Register you will observe that cap 
tains may be in three pay grades. Cap 
tnins of less than seven years’ service are 
in second grade (base $2.000) ; of more 
than seven but less than 17 years’ service 
are in third grade; also in this pay grade 
are captains first appointed above second 
lieutenant — in other words the medical 
officers and chaplains given temporary 
promotion to captain go to third pay 
grade. Captains of more than 17 years’ 
service go to fourth pay period; but, of 
course, new promotion law provides for 
premotion to major on this length of 
service.

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SERVICE NEWS AND GOSSIP 


Foreign Affairs—Two outstanding events of the past week have accelerated the 
tempo of the wars toward world involvement. The most important from the Ameri- 
can viewpoint, was the defiance of the Triple Alliance expressed hy President Roose- 
velt in a broadcast to the Western Hemisphere, Important, also, in world interest was 
the dispatch of German troops into Roumania without prior advice to Russia, 

In the one case, our Government served notice that it will continue the. policy 
of aid to Britain and China, and that it rejects the plan of the New Order in Europe 
and Asia, which the Totalitarians have announced they will use force to establish. 
In the other case, Moscow is facing the fact that Germany has disregarded that 
provision of the Stalin-Hitler agreement made in August 1939, which requires con 
sultation on all matters of common interest. This disregard occurred in connection 
with the conference, which authorized Hungary to acquire a part of Transylvania ; 
with the invitation fer a conference created to establish German-Italian control of 
the Danube, and with the dispatch of German forces into Roumania. 

The tactics the members of the Triple Alliance have played since its announce- 
ment, reveal the purpose of the European Dictators to remain smugly in the back 
ground, and use Japan to incite the United States to war. For example, Berlin and 
Rome have been extremely guarded in their criticisms of the United States, whereas 
from Japanese statesmen have emanated numerous threats as to what would happen 
to us unless we meekly accepted the designs of the three aggressors. Apparently, 
the Japanese, with the full approval, perhaps at the sugvestion of the Masters they 
have accepted, feel that threats will cause Russian as well as American surrender. 
Before the Japanese Ambassador to Russia left Tokyo to negotiate a nomwaggression 
pact at Moscow, he told the Press that the Japanese Navy was in a position to stop 
any supplies reaching Russia from the United States. Here was a notification to a 
Nation to which he was proceeding on a delicate and friendly mission, that its trade 
would be stopped by force of arms, if necessary, Evidently, the Japanese Government 
is concerned by American activities in Moscow, the success of which President Roose 
velt is promoting by raising the embargo on machine tools, aviation gasoline, and 
some other artcles. Japan, of course, is in a different category. On the night of 
15 Oct., there entered into effect against that country, the embargo on serap iron 
and steel, which the Japanese Ambassador formally described as an “unfriendly 
act.” Other embargoes will be applied as Japanese ageression multiplies. By this 
policy, it is hoped by the Administration not only to deter Japan, but to encourage 
Great Britain, and to stimulate Soviet resistance to encroachment. Tt is realized that 
Stalin, flanked in Kurope by the Axis, and in Asia by Japan, is ina perilous situation, 
and must maintain peace until he shall be ready to net. Tle cannot get munitions 
from Britain which requires all she can produce, nor from the United States, which 
is supplying Britain. Hence, Russian need of tools of precision for the manufacture 
of Artillery which we are supplying. Hence, also, Moscow denial of reports that 
negotiations are in progress between the United States, Pritain, Turkey, Greece and 
the Soviet Union, on the problem of German eastward expansion. The Germans, 
Italians and Japanese are shrewd enough to realize that this Government would 
not be helping Russia to rearm unless there were anticipation that she would some 
day oppose the Triple Alliance, That “some day” may be closer than realized in 
view of Germany's actions in ignoring Soviet vital interest in the Balkan and Black 
Sea regions, and the significant continuance of Russian help to the Chung King 
Government, Britain opened the Burma Road to that same Government yesterday, 
this to the expressed satisfaction of our State Department. With two routes open, 
Chang-Kai-Shek will receive additional supplies, which ought to stiffen his resist- 
ance. The Japanese are expected to retalinte, but how, where and when are questions 
they alone can answer. 














Mystery Ship—The old coal-burning passenger liner Amerika arrived in Bethlehem 
Steel Company’s Baltimore yards this week for overhaul preparatory to entering 
upon another stage of her chequered career—-a stage as yet shrouded in the deepest 
mystery by the Maritime Commission, her owners, and the War Department, which 
has borrowed her. The venerable vessel which was built at Belfast, Ireland, in 1905, 
was placed in the North Atlantic run by her German owners. When the World War 
broke out she was hurried back into an American port, and when this country entered 
the war, was seized by customs officials. She then saw service as a troop transport, and 
after the war was returned to passenger service. 

But the 21,329-ton ship’s boilers required too much fuel to make her operation 
profitable and she was laid up at Solomon’s Island in 1931, with the Mount Vernon, 
Monticello and George Washington, former German vessels, whose careers had been 
similar. Now the Monticello and Mount Vernon are being scrapped at Baltimore 
and the George Washington is left alone at Solomon's Island. 

As for the Amerika, whose name will be changed because the United States’ 
new queen of the seas bears the name America, workmen will be worked 24 hours a 
day for the next six weeks to recondition her. It is understood that no major altera- 
tions are contemplated. Unlike other vessels transferred to the Navy or Army, the 
Amerika is merely loaned, and speculations are rife as to the use for which she 
is intended. 

The War Department hinted that she will be a troopship. This is a designation 
borne by no other Army vessel, the regular passenger-carrying ships of the Army 
being termed transports. One conjecture——not denied by the War Department, which 
is saying nothing at all—is that when the coal-eating boilers of the old ship drive 
her to where she is going——perhaps some outpost in the Pacific—she will serve 
as a floating barracks until it is decided to move her again. 


Infantry—With the assembling of the third short class for the rifle and heavy 
weapons company course at the Infantry School, It. Benning, Ga., on 28 Oct., a peak 
of enrollment in the course will be reached, with nearly 1,200 Regular Army, Re- 
serve and National Guard officers of company grade undergoing instruction. The 
class which begins 283 Oct. will be composed of about 400 Reserve oflicers on active 
duty and National Guard officers in federal service. This course, like all now in 
progress, will run 12 weeks. The first company course will end 6 Noy.; the second 
course, sometime in December. 

First of the motor mechanics courses began at Benning on 16 Oct., with 104 
enlisted men from Regular Army and inducted National Guard units. The first of 
the motor maintenance courses for oflicers will start 20 Nov. with an expected en- 
rollment of 100 Regular and National Guard officers. 





Six Infantry School classes were graduated last week, four of them tank Classes, 
winding up the tank courses at Benning. Tank courses hereafter will be given ay 
It. Knox, Ky. The tank classes at the Infantry School resulted in the graduatioy 
last week of 35 oflicers from the regular tank course and 10 officers from the tank 
communications course, and SO enlisted men each from the tank communications 
course and the tank mechanics course. In addition, 60 men completed the communi 
cations course and 100 men finished the motor mechanics course.

In all the criticism 
levelled at Elliott's action in joining the colors as a commissioned officer, there was 
no suggestion that he lacked the qualifications for the duties to be entrusted to 
him. In fact, that he possessed such qualifications, was admitted. He had shown 
in private life an aptitude for leadership, that he was an organizer, and that he 
was an effective broadcaster. Because he had used the plane for his journeying, he 
preferred that his military service should be in the Air Corps, and the officers who 
were his friends therein, were delighted to welcome him as a comrade. In view of 
his civilian career and especially his quality of leadership, for which the Army 1s 
insistently searching, Brig. Gen. O. P. Echols, his commanding officer, was fully 
justified in refusing to accept his resignation. His older brother, James, who et 
tered the Marine Corps at the time the President was going to Buenos Aire 
to address a Pan-American Convention, announced some days ago that he regarded 
the rank of Colonel which had been conferred upon him, too high in view of his 
military inexperience, and at his request he was reduced to the grade of Captain 
There has been little publicity about this self-sacrificing action on the part of this 
son of the President, who, too, has displayed leadership in civil pursuits. Ilad a 
political campaign not been on, it is probable that Elliott Roosevelt’s acceptance of 4 
Captaincy would have been a matter of general applause. Certainly this was trl’ 
in the case of President Theodore Roosevelt’s sons, all of whom were commissioned 
nnd one of whom lies where he fell in France,

trainees will delay deliveries of the new Garand semiautomatic rifie to Army an! 
National Guard units which as yet do not have the new weapon. The Ordnant 
Department is following the approved course of sending additional rifles from the 
production lines to units which already have them in order that the men of a Pat 
ticular command will be armed with the same type of rifle. 


Propeller Tests—Every new propeller-engine combination must be tested for vibré 


tion. Other propeller tests are made, of course, but vibratory tests become mor 
: en 


important as engine powers increase. With the development of an experimental 
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gine, it is necessary to produce a propeller designed to absorb the full power of the 
new engine. A vibration test is made to determine whether the new combination of pro- 
peller and engine will work together without producing vibration stresses in the 
propeller that will cause failure of the propeller blades. 

The propeller vibration tests conducted at Wright Field are largely confined to 
new propeller types which are being tested for use in advance types of engines. 
The tests are conducted by suspending the propeller in an elastic sling and vibrating 
it under static conditions to determine its natural vibration characteristics. ‘The Ma- 
teriel Division has propeller test rigs on which electric motors are used to whirl 
test new propellers. It also has engine test stands on which the experimental engine- 
propeller combination is mounted and tested. Complete vibration data call for a 
flight test of the new combination in the airplane. These tests consist of stress 
measurements of propeller blades under different conditions of flight. 

In a flight test all sources of vibration are present, and the airplane can be 
tested in all the maneuvers which its military mission demands. The exciting forces 
which excite vibration in the prepeller are engine vibration and vibration caused 
by air gusts and interference of air flow due to the blade passing near obstacles such 
as landing gears, fuselage, ete. 

In a single-place pursuit, an engineer observer cannot accompany the pilot, so 
the equipment used must function automatically. It consists of a number of re 
sistance pick-ups, batteries, amplifier, oscillograph, and collector rings. Batteries, 
amplifier, and cscillograph are stowed in the baggage compartment. A stationary 
spin plate is mounted behind the propeller hub; the revolving spin plate is mounted 
on the propeller hub so that it revolves with the propeller in contact with the sta 
tionary spin plate, 

The resistance pick-ups are metal strips sevenmeighths of an inch or more in 
length. These are cemented on the propeller blades at the points where the stress 
is to be determined, usually along the center lines where stress is greatest. The fact 
of interest is that the linear measurement of a pick-up varies with vibratory stresses 
in the propeller and the resistance of the pick-up varies with changes in its linear 
measurement, 

The equipment is then hooked up so that electrical circuits are established from 
the batteries, through the oscillograph and amplifier out through the spin plates to 
the resistance pick-ups. A switch near the pilot’s left hand permits him to switch 
the equipment cn and off as desired. An automatic counter at the switch indicates 
how much unused film remains in the oscillograph at any time during the flight 

When the pilot flips the switch, the electrical circuit passes through the piek-ups 
to the amplifier. Vibration of the propeller causes fluctuation of clecetric current 
through the amplifier. The impulses are recorded on the tilm in the oscillograph. 
Normal slight vibration would be recorded in a regular shallow wavy line. If ab 
normal vibration develops, the line becomes a jagged series of peaks which increase 
in size as the vibration increases. By measuring the lines on the developed film, 
engineers can determine the seriousness of the vibration, With experience they can 
often locate the source of vibration from the frequency and characteristics of the 
vibration lines on the film, 

The story is told of serious propeller vibration developing in’ an engine-propeller 
combination which had been tested, approved, and put into standard service. Using 
the method just described, flight tests were made for the purpose of investigating the 
trouble. From the pattern of the vibration lines on the film, engineers were able to 
determine that the destructive vibration originated somewhere in the engine. The 
engine was torn down and it was discovered that the original gears had been re 
placed. The new gears had passed the engine tests satisfactorily, but varied from the 
original gears enough to cause a destructive propeller vibration during flight. When 
all the questionable gears had been replaced, the trouble disappeared, 

To an increasing extent, therefore, the Propeller Laboratory depends on its 
Vibration Unit for vibratory data just as a family doctor refers jittery patients to 
a nerve specialist.

Dix, N. J., where National Guard units 
are now in training. Captain Lee will be division finance oflicer for the 9th Division, 
Ft. Bragg, N. ©. Captain Smith will be assistant finance officer at Ft. Benning, Ga. 


Bureau of Yards and Docks—The Navy Department is considering the exact site 
of the graving dock, larger than any yet built in this country, which is to be con- 
structed in New York Harbor. To assist the Department in making its decision, a 
board has been appointed by the Commandant of the Third Naval District, Rear 
Adm. CC, H. Woodward, USN, to consider available sites in the New York Hlarbor 
area. The board is expected to visit various eligible locations and to receive state 
ments and testimony from parties interested in them. The bourd consists of the 
following members: Rear Adm. Ralph R. Whitman, (CEC), USN, and Captains 
Harry E. Shoemaker, USN-Ret., Thomas EK. Richey, USN, Frederick G. Reinicke, 
USN-Ret., Scuyler Mills, USN, and Lt. Comdr. A, Hoar, (CEC), USN. The dock 
will be long enough and will have beam and depth of water enough to accommodate 
the largest merchant ship afloat as well as any present or prospective capital ship 
of the Navy. The Navy will design and build the drydock. 


Parachute Battalion—Formation of the Army’s first parachute battalion has pre 
sented a number of problems in organization, equipment and training, as with any 
new type of unit. Tentative tables of organization have been approved, calling for a 
battalion of 34 officers and 412 men, organized into a headquarters of six officers and 
three men, a headquarters company of four officers and 82 men, and three companies 
of eight officers and 109 men each. The company, therefore, with a captain, four first 
lieutenants and three second lieutenants, has two more oflicers than the infantry rifle 
company. The battalion headquarters and headquarters company are allotted ten 
oflicers—a lieutenant colonel, a major, a captain and seven first lieutenants. 
Actually, however, the commander of the first unit organized, the 501st Parachute 
Battalion, at Ft. Benning, Ga., is commanded by a major—William M. Miley, Inf. His 


executive, ordered to duty this week from the 15th Infantry, It. Lewis, Wash., will 
be Maj. George P. Howell, Inf. Also ordered to the battalion this week were Capt. 
William T. Ryder, Inf., and Ist Lt. James A. Bassett. A number of other Regular 
uid Reserve officers, accordingly, are soon to be ordered to the battalion to complete 
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its commissioned complement. 

The distribution of enlisted men is as follows: one master sergeant, 4 first 
sergeants, 4 technical sergeants, 16 staff sergeants, 5S sergeants, 6 corporals, 311 
privates first class and 12 privates. Fifty-seven of the 323 sixth and seventh grade 
men will have 2nd class specialist ratings; 5 will be specialist third; 2 specialist 
fourth, 7 specialist fifth and 22 specialist sixth. It was originally intended to have 
every Jumper a specialist second class, but this has been modified, 

The exact method of computing tlying pay is still under consideration. Whether 
oflicers will be given the 50 per cent increase in buse pay or $720 a year is not decided. 
nor whether men shall be given flight pay or increased rank. As will be seen from 
the allotments above, the battalion has been given a generous share of grades and 
ratings. It is probable that the jumping private first class jumper will get $66 a 
month, the corporal jumper, $84, and the sergeant Jumper S00, 

Equipment allowances for the battalion include S81 parachutes. Basie weapons 
are the pistol, 886 of which are provided, and the rifle, 355 of which will be issued. 
In addition there will be 27 light machine guns, $0 submachine guns and nine 60-mm 
mortars, 

In addition to the usual allotment of trucks and automobiles for the ground 
forces, 30 folding bicycles are to be issued to the battalion for use of the Jumpers, 


Army Reeruiting Serviee—In order to conform to the provisions of the Selective 
Service Act, the authority to make one-year enlistments in the Army of the United 
States which was granted on 25 Sept. 1940 was terminated 15 Oct. 1940, The Selee 
tive Service and Training Act provides that within the limits of the quotas de- 
termined for every local board any person between the ages of 18 and 36 may 
volunteer for the training prescribed by the Act. The law also specifies, however, 
that every such person must be classified by his local board and, therefore, men 
who desire to volvnteer for this one year of training should apply to their local 
boards after registration, 

Enlistments in the Army for the usual three-year period are to continue in order 
to provide personnel for the technical arms and services and the requirements for 
overseas possessions. Also, enlistments in National Guard units which have not been 
inducted into Federal Service are also being accepted after 15 Oct. in order that 
their units may reach authorized strength, However, all men between the ages of 
21 and 36 years must have a registration card before they may be accepted for 
enlistment, 

On 14 Sept. the Recruiting Section of the Adjutant General's Department re- 
ported that it had received the enlistment papers of GOTO men who volunteered for 
one year’s service with the Regular Army or the inducted National Guard units, 
Reports which will come in within the next few days are not expected materially to 
increase this ligure. 

The total enlisted strength of the Army as of 14 Oct. was 352,158 men, If the 
20,000 men destined for the Air Corps whose enlistments are being deferred pending 
preparation of facilities for them are added to this figure, it will be seen that the 


Army is less than 5,000 men under its authorized enlisted strength of 875,000, 


Navy Hydrographic Office—The Navy Department announced this week that a new 
edition of the Aircraft Navigation Manual, published by the Hydrographic Office of 
the Navy, has been placed on sale to the public. The book was prepared by officer 
instructors at the Naval Air Station, Pensacola, in cooperation with the ILydro 
graphic Office under direction of Capt. George S. Bryan, USN, Ilydrographer. Much 
of the material which has been in use at that station for the instruction of naval 
aviators has been included in this work. Where practicable, an adequate mumber 
of problems and answers for self-instruction, as well as numerous sketches and 
photographs have been included, 

In the manual the following subjects have been covered: definitions of terms 
used in navigation, general descriptions of charts and publications relating to air 
navigation, the principles of dead reckoning, radio and celestial navigation and 
meteorology, and a brief summary of the airway systems of the United States, Every 
effort has been made to eliminate extraneous material and to present the necessary 
theory in the simplest possible terms, 

The Ilydrographic Office has originated and published several short methods 
for general use in celestial navigation. The first manual of Air Navigation produced 
in the Hydrographic Office, however, included so much material having particular 
reference to naval aviation that it was restricted to the Naval Service, Because 
of the enormous program of aviation training now under way that manual has been 
revised and published in this new edition, Aircraft Navigation Manual (I, O. Pub 
lication No. 216) which is available for public distribution and is now on sale by the 
Superintendent of Documents, Government Printing Office, Washington, ID. C., or 
the Ilydrographice Office, Navy Department, Washington, 1D. C.. or its agents located 
in the principal ports of the United States. Price: $1.00

BuNav Manual Article D-5106 prescribes 36 months service in the lower rating, 12 of 
which must be at sea, On 24 Oct. 1939 this was reduced to 24 months in lower rating, 
12 of which must be at sea. The new letter cancels the letter of 24 Oct. 1939, and for 
advancement to chief radioman, chief yeoman, chief storekeeper, chief pharmacist’s 
mate, aviation chief machinist’s mate, aviation chief metalsmith, chief aerographer, 
chief photographer or aviation chief ordnancemen, prescribes 24 months’ service as 
petty officer first class and 12 months at sea in first and second class petty officer 
ratings. For ndvancement to all other chief petty officer ratings, acting appointment, 
24 months’ service, 12 months of which must be at sea as petty oflicer first class, is 
prescribed, 


Corps of Engineers—The first move to free Army Engineers of the active list 
for duty with tactical units came this week with the recalling of three retired officers 
for duty in engineer districts. Col. George R. Goethals, son of the Panama Canal 
builder, was ordered to active duty with rank of major effective 15 Oct., to be district 
engineer of the Buffalo, New York, Engineer District. Col. Earl I. Brown was re- 
called to active duty effective the same day to be district engineer of the Wilmington,

Magee will continue on an inspection of major medical facilities, stopping at the St. 
Louis supply depot, Fitzsimons General Hospital, Denver; Letterman General Hos- 
pital, San Francisco; William Beaumont, El Paso and Ft. Sill. He will return to 
Washington in about three weeks. 

The War Department announced this week that an examination for the purpose 
of qualifying candidates for appointment as first lieutenants in the Medical Corps, 
Regular Army, will be held 10 to 13 March 1941. 

It is anticipated that there will be approximately forty vacancies in the Medica} 
Corps on 1 July 1941, 

The examination is open to all male graduates of acceptable medical schools in 
the United States and Canada who have completed one year’s internship in an ap- 
proved hospital and who will not be over 32 years of age at the time it will be possible 
to tender a commission. The examination will be conducted by boards of medical 
officers convened throughout the United States and will consist of a physical examina- 
tion, a written examination in professional subjects and a determination of the candi- 
date’s adaptability for military service. Full information and application blanks 
will be furnished upon request addressed to The Adjutant General, War Department, 
Washington, D. C. Applications will not be considered if received in the War De 
partment after 20 Feb, 1941. 

A new edition of Army Regulation 40-100, Standards of Miscellaneous Physical 
Examination is off the press. The new regulation fills a distinct need of the service 
since the former edition of 1931 had three printed changes in effect as well as a 
number of outstanding amendatory circulars, 


Ordnance Department—General rehabilitation programs are in progress at the Rari- 
tan and Picatinny Arsenals, and the Delaware Ordnance Depot, all in New Jersey. At 
all three ordnance stations a wide variety of improvements have been completed, 
under projects carried out by Work Projects Administration crews, and a considerable 
amount of additional work is being carried out at present. 

At the Raritan Arsenal, forces of relief workers are currently engaged in the 
construction of 20,000 square feet of concrete floor, and the leveling and grading of 
400,000 square feet of floors in existing buildings for the storage of ordnance sup- 
plies, while ether crews are removing from storage, sorting, repairing and re-storing 
more than 600,000 pieces of miscellaneous ordnance supplies, as well as re-storing 
15,000 empty 240 mm shells. The WPA is also constructing 19,000 feet of gravel road, 
and installing telephone, fire and signal cable in trench 28,000 feet long, two feet 
deep and two feet wide. Work yet to be started by the WPA at Raritan includes 
the relaying of 10 miles of railroad track, and regrading and reballasting of the rail- 
way bed: and the erection of 48,G88 feet of 7-foot chain link fence and 7,40) feet 
of iron picket fence to enclose the arsenal property. 

At the Picatinny Arsenal, WPA workers constructed a building, 76 by 100 
fect, for the manufacture of tetryl, and three storage buildings, 50 by 500 feet. In 
connection with the manufacture of tetryl, WPA crews now are constructing six 
hollow-tile storage magazines, each 38 by 100 feet, with concrete floors covered with 
spark proof material; a one-story building 40 by 71 feet with a 20 by 20-foot tower 
rising as a six-story tower for vapor recovery equipment; a two-story building, 113 
by 40 feet, and a one-story chamber, 20 by 20 feet, for solvent recovery equipment. 
Five miles of concrete roads have been constructed at Picatinny, with work currently 
in progress on the construction of 2,500 feet of 6-inch macadam roads and 550 feet 
of concrete roadway to provide easy shop truck access to storage buildings in the 
tetryl area. Repairs have been made to 12 miles of railroad, with work in progress 
on the extension of the railroad 3,500 feet, including sidings for each of the six new 
magazines in the tetryl area. Many buildings have been rehabilitated in the general 
improvement program to modernize the arsenal facilities, and WPA workers now 
are constructing two small ramp-connected buildings for housing black powder 
drying equipment; a storage rest house, 25 by 14 feet, for crude tetryl; and a light- 
ning-proof, bomb-proof shelter, 25 by 14 feet, for employees in the explosive storage 
section. Another project now operating is the installation of 4,800 feet of 6-inch 
water main in the tetryl area. Other projects, on which work has not yet begun, 
provide for the construction of a building to be used for black powder blending, 
the construction of 2,700 feet of concrete roads, and the surfacing of 3,500 feet of 
macadam roads to relieve traffic on the main arsenal roads. 

The Delaware Ordnance Depot at Pedricktown has been improved through 
general repairs to magazines and buildings; repair of seven miles of gravel roads 
and four miles of dirt roads; the clearing of 130 acres; repair of seven miles of 
railroad; reconstruction of 2.5 miles of railroad tracks; grading of six acres in the 
headquarters area and 20 acres in the magazine area; and a variety of miscellaneous 
projects. Work under way includes the replacement of 3,350 feet of water mains; 
the rehabilitation of 8.2 miles of railroad tracks; grading and resurfacing of 13 miles 
of roads and improvement of the drainage system; replacement of 3,350 feet of 6-foot 
chain link fence, landscaping of six acres, and the clearing, grading and draining of 
290 acres. Three Federal agency projects are listed for the Depot, to be carried on 
with WPA labor. Two provide for the construction of magazines, rail facilities, bar- 
racks, dispensary, officers quarters and headquarters buildings, some of which work 
is completed and the remainder in progress, while the third, not yet started, calls 
for building rehabilitation, including plumbing, heating, and electrical facilities.

are considered unfit for early participation in 
training activities. 

The provisions of AR 40-105 are suspended 
insofar as they pertain to enlisted men. No 
ehange will be made in existing orders re- 
garding the physical standards for other 
personnel, 

(AR 40-105 is the standard Army Regula- 
tion prescribing standards of physical ex 





amination for entrance into the Regular 
Army, National Guard and Organized Re- 
serves.) 





Reserve Mobilization Policy 

The Navy Department announced this 
week its policy regarding the mobilization 
of Naval Reserve and Marine Corps Re- 
serve personnel, The announcement, ap- 
proved by Secretary of the Navy Knox, 
came as a result of an increasing number 
of inquiries concerning the deferment in 
availability and exemption from mobiliza- 
tion of Reservists, 

The following joint polciy has been ap- 
proved for application to the Organized 
Reserve, Volunteer Reserve and Merchant 
Marine Reserve of the Naval Reserve and 
the Marine Corps Reserve: 

Except as moditied (Volunteer Reserve and 
Merchant Marine Reserve), non-availability 
for mobilization will be considered cause for 
discharge, except for those individuals in- 


cluded under the provisions of Art, 11-2102 
(3) (©) Bureau of Navigation Manual, which 
states: “Persons whose spec'al qualifications 


and services the Chief of the Bureau of Navi- 
gation deems to be of outstanding value to 
the Navy, may be commissioned in the Volun 
teer Reserve even though their civillan status 
may preclude their being ordered to active 
duty on mobilization, Before such a person 
shall be appointed, a mobilization billet shall 
be specifically approved by the Bureau of 
Navigation.” 

Members of the Naval or Marine Corps Re 
serve on aetive duty will be regarded as 
members of the regular Navy and Marine 
Corps in regard to separation from the ser 
vice, as provided in the Naval Reserve Act of 
18, Section 6, which is quoted herewith: 

“Tn tine of pence no officer or man of the Na 
val Reserve shall be discharged except upon 
expiration of his term of service or upon his 
or for full and sufficient cause, 
discretion of such adudnistrative 
nuthoerity as the Secretray of the Navy may 
designate: Provided, that within a rensonable 
time prior to discharge for cause, officers shall 
be given an opportunity toe be heard by the 
Secretary of the Navy, or such achninistrative 
authority or other agency as he may designate, 
which opportunity will be considered as hav- 
ing been given through the mailing of notice 
to their address on file in the Navy Depart- 
ment: Provided further, that officers and en 
listed men of the Naval Reserve on active duty 
shall be subject to separation therefrom In 
the same manner as may be provided by or in 
pursuance of law for the separation of officers 
and enlisted men of the Regular Navy: And 
provided further, that members of the Fleet 
Reserve and officers and enlisted men whe 
may have heretofore been transferred to the 
retired list of the Naval Reserve Force or the 
Naval Reserve or the honorary retired list 
with puy or may hereafter be so transferred, 
shall at all times be subject to the laws, regu 
lations, and orders for the government of the 
Navy, and shall net be discharged therefrom 
prior to the expiration of their term of ser

National Guard units expected to train 
at Fort Bliss within the next few months, 
besides the 202nd Coast Artillery (anti- 
aireraft), Illinois National Guard now 
here, are the 200th C. A., New Mexico, 
260th Coast Artillery, Arkansas, and 
260th Coast Artillery, District of Colum- 
bia, all antiaircraft regiments. Others 








are the 120th Observation Squadron, 
Colorado, and the 56th Texas Cavalry 
brigade. 

A review of the First Cavalry Division, 
less the Ist Brigade and the Sth Engi- 
neers, Was held at Ft. Bliss 11 Oct. before 
the Division commander, Maj. Gen. Ken- 
yon A, Joyce, The troops were command- 
ed by Brig. Gen. Innis ?. Swift of the 2nd 
Cavalry Brigade. It was the first review 
of the Division since its return from late 
summer maneuvers in Louisiana. Nine 
new organizations, recently formed in the 
expansion of the Division, were in the 
line. More than 3000 troops participated 
in the brilliant ceremony, witnessed by 
1000 spectators, including city and coun- 
ty oflicials of kl Paso. Special guests of 
General Joyce for the occasion were Gen- 
eral of Brigade Donato Bravo Izquerido, 
commander of the Juarez, Mexico, mili- 
tary garrison, and members of his staff, 
and William TP.

lery Board. 

The organization of the Board re- 
mained unchanged until the World War 
and the period immediately following, 
when it underwent several changes in the 
matter of administrative control; chietly 
in that it became part of the Coast Artil- 
lery Training Center. 

Beginning early in 1920 the Board re- 
sumed about the same status it had prior 
to the World War; namely, an advisory 
body to the Chief of Coast Artillery op- 
erating directly under the control of that 
officer. The purpose of the Coast Artillery 
Board, as set forth in AR 00-20, 19387, 
is “to consider subjects pertaining to the 
Coast Artillery Corps upon which the 
Chief of Coast Artillery may desire the 
Board’s opinion and recommendation, and 
to originate and submit to the Chief of 
Coast Artillery recommendations with a 
siew to the improvement of the Coast 
Artillery Corps.” , 

jased on recommendations submitted 
by Major General (then colonel) A. TL. 
Sunderland, in his annual reports of 1938, 
84 and 1935 while President of the 
Coast Artillery Board, the Chief of Coast 
Artillery approved the establishment of 
an experimental section in 1935. The fune- 
tion of this section is to determine 
whether a particu'ar device or instrument 
possesses sufficient merit to warrant de- 
velopment by a supply branch for use in 
the service. The instruments or devices 
considered are those which are designed 
by members of the Board or by other offi- 
cers of the Coast Artillery, and which in 
the opinion of the Board and the Chief 
of Coast Artillery, have suflicient merit to 
justify further experiment. When a de- 
sign is submitted by an officer not a mem- 
ber of the Roard, the Chief of Coast Artil- 
lery, at his discretion, may arrange for 
the officer to be ordered to the Board for 
temporary duty in connection with this 
experimental work. Pilot models of such 
fre control instruments or devices are 
constructed in the Board machine shop by 
enlisted personnel of the Coast Artillery 
Corps. 

In general, the duties of the Board are 
along lines of research and test in connec- 
tion with new Const Artillery materiel; 
reviewing and commenting on all seacoast 
and antiaircraft artillery target practices 
conducted by Const Artillery organiza- 
tions of the Reeular Army and National 
Guard; preparing technical regulations ; 
reviewing harbor defense projects: fur 
tishing charts and seales for fire control 
equipment: and preparing memoranda 
governing target practices. 

The subiects considered by the Board 
are not divided strictly into distinet cate- 
gories. Lach member reviews the full re 
port on all projects and concurs or com 
ments on the action recommended. Nor 
mally a committee of two members is 
responsible for the details connected with 
atest of a particular device. This commit- 
fee prepares the program and troop re 
quirement, sunervises the field test and 
Writes the report.

The War Department has advised the 
service that leaves of absence to officers 
and furloughs to enlisted men regardless 
of the provisions of paragraph 5 (b) AR 
615-275 may be granted to any person in 
military service for the purpose of and 
for the period necessary to register and/ 
or vote in person provided such person is 
entitled to vote and is required to do so 
jn person and there is no interference 
with essential duties because of such ab- 
sence. 

Attention was invited to the fact that 
under the Selective Training and Service 
Act of 1940 it is mandatory that individ- 
uals inducted into the military service be 
authorized an absence up to one day for 
the purpose of voting in person when 
such procedure is required by the laws 
of the state of which he is a resident.

Dr. George Mason Magruder, 77, of 
“Glenmore,” Charlottesville, who served 
for nearly half a century in the Marine 
Hospital Service, died 10 Oct. at Uni- 
versity Hospital. 

The son of the late Benjamin Henry 
and Evelina Norris Magruder, he was 
born at “Glenmore,” near Keswick, 8 
Dee, 1862. Having received his degree at 
the University in 1885, he did postgradu- 
ate work at the New York Polyclinic, and 
entered the Marine Hospital Service in 
1886, 

For 41 years, he performed outstanding 
work in yellow fever and smallpox epi 
demics, relief work on the sea islands of 
South Carolina, after the hurricane of 
1893; inspection at Montauk Point of 
troops returning from the Spanish Ameri- 
can War in 1898: and in 1900, had charge 
of preventing the spread to the United 
States of the Bubonice Plague, then epi- 
demic in London. 

While he had charge of extra canton- 
ment sanitation at Camp Lewis, Wash., 
during the first World War, he was ad- 
vanced to rank of surgeon with 
relative rank of colonel. The last ten 
years of his service were spent as regional 
director for the Pacifie Northwestern 
States with headquarters in Seattle. 

Surgeon-General Cumming expressed 
4ppreciation for Dr. Magruder’s services 
to the Government in the following letter : 

“It is with a good deal of emotion and sad 
hess that I think of your ceasing to be on the 
tetive list and beginning your well-earned 
rest. No one better personifies the rapid de 
Yelopment of the Service and of public health 
than yourself. You are not an old man and 
yet I reeall that first as a young assistant 
surgeon under lor. Carter and later in Ala 
bama and elsewhere in charge of important 
Service activities, you were one of the men 
thiefly responsible for the development of

modern methods for the control of epidemic 
diseases. 

“I do not mind telling you, now that you 
are off the active list, that I have considered 
you one of the two or three ablest men of 
the Service ever since I saw your ability, tact, 
and courtesy, combined with firmness, while 
serving in the difficult position of executive 
officer under Kinyoun at your famous yellow 
fever camp at Montauk Point.” 

In 1896 Dr. Magruder married Isadora 
Carvallo Causten, of Washington. 

Ile is survived by his widow: a son, 
Maj. Carter Bowie Magruder, GSC, USA, 
a daughter, Mrs. Irwin L. Lummis, wife 
of Lt. Col. Irwin Lummis, Inf..

Seek New Coast Guard Reserve 
(Continued from First Page) 


“2. Create a new United States Coast 
Guard Reserve, to be a military organization 
similar to the Naval Reserve. 

“3. Authorize the use of motorboats and 
yachts, which are placed at the disposal of 
the Coast Guard pursuant to law, for ad- 
ditional purposes incident to the carrying 
out of the functions and duties of the Coast 
Guard, 

“Tithe I of the bill would repeal the Coast 
Guard Reserve Act of 1939 and establish in 
lieu of the Reserve provided for in such Act 
a United States Coast Guard Auxiliary. This 
is accomplished by the reenactment with a 
number of minor changes of all provisions of 
the Act which is to be repealed. All orders, 
rules, regulations, enrollments, privileges and 
other benefits which were made, issued or 
granted pursuant to the Coast Guard Reserve 
Act of 1939 and which are in effect on the date 
of the enactment of the proposed bill are to be 
applicable to the Coast Guard Auxiliary and 
are to continue in effect under the bill until 
modified or revoked, The Auxiliary would 
continue to operate as a voluntary non-mili 
tary organization, although its members 
would be enabled to enroll in the proposed 
new Reserve. Thus, members of the Auxiliary 
who loan their motorboats or yachts to the 
Coast Guard could be called to active duty as 
members of the Reserve and placed in charge 
of their own equipment. 

“Motorboats and yachts of the proposed 
Auxiliary which may be placed at the dis- 
posal of the Coast Guard, as authorized by 
law, are very well adapted for operations on 
inland waters and could be used very advan- 
tugeously to patrol harbors and anchorage 
grounds, to inspect motorboats and other 
vessels to insure compliance with the laws 
and regulations relating to the safety of navi 
gation, and generally to assist the Coast 
Guard in carrying out other duties in situa 
tions where the use of motorboats and yachts 
would be suitable and appropriate. However, 
under existing law such craft are authorized 
to be used by the Coast Guard for life and 
property saving and marine regatta patrol- 
ling duties only. The proposed bill would 
authorize the use of such craft for such ad- 
ditional Coast Guard duties as the Secretary 
of the Treasury may deem appropriate. Thus 
the Coast Guard would be enabled to devote 
its own vessels and personnel to purposes of 
national defense in cooperation with the 
Navy and in the performance of its many other 
duties, 


“Tithe II of the bill establishes a new 
Coast Guard Reserve patterned as far as 
practicable after the Naval Reserve. Such 


Reserve would be military in character and 
its members available for active duty in time 
of war or during the period of a national 
emergency declared by the President to exist. 
The bill provides also that Reserve members 
may be called to active duty in time of peace 
with their consent. The ranks, grades and 
ratings for the Reserve would be the same as 
the various ranks, grades and ratings, not 
above lieutenant commander, prescribed for 
the Coast Guard, and while on active duty the 
members of the Reserve would be vested with 
the same power, authority, rights and privi 
leges and would be entitled to receive the same 
pay and allowances as are applicable by law 
to members of the regular Coast Guard of 
similar ranks, grades and ratings. e 

“In addition, title Il of the bill provides 
that the regular officers and crews of motor- 
boats and yachts placed at the disposal of the 
Coast Guard by members of the Auxiliary or 
by members of the Reserve who also are mem- 
bers of the Auxiliary, may be enrolled in the 
Reserve as temporary members thereof dur- 
ing the periods the motorboats or yachts to 
which they are attached are utilized In the 
services of the Coast Guard. Thus, not only 
would it be possible to continue in employ 
ment the officers and crews of such craft, 
but there would be made available to the Coast 
Guard the services of experienced men familiar 
with the operation of such vessels. In many 
instances such motorboats and yachts would 
be in charge of their owners as members of 
the Reserve on active duty, 

“In view of the fact that the Coast Guard 
operates as part of the Navy in time of war, 
is similarly organized, and is closely asso 
ciated with the Navy in matters of national 
defense, the bill provides that regulations for 
the administration of the Reserve, to be pre 
scribed by the Commandant of the Coast 
Guard, shall be approved by the Secretary of 
the Treasury with the concurrence of the 
Secretary of the Navy. 

“Title II also authorizes the appointment 
of qualified chief warrant and warrant offi- 
cers and enlisted men now in the regular 
Coast Guard to commissioned, chief warrant 
and warrant status in the Reserve. There are 
a considerable number of chief warrant and 
warrant officers and enlisted men in the regu- 
lar Coast Guard who by reason of their train- 
ing and experience would be of greater value 
to the Coast Guard in the proposed advanced 
status during a war or a period of national 
emergency. Persons who are so appointed 
would revert to the status held by them in the 





regular Coast Guard upon the termination of 
such active duty as they may be required to 
perform during war or national emergency. 

“Title III of the bill contains general pro- 
visions which are applicable to the Auxiliary 
and the new Reserve. Some of these pro- 
visions consist of modifications of the Coast 
Guard Reserve Act of 1939, which it is pro 
posed to repeal. 

“This proposed bill was prepared with the 


assistance of the Navy Department The 
Treasury Department is of the opinion that 
the additional services and facilities which 


the proposed legislation would provide are 
necessary to enuble the Coast Guard to per 
form such extraordinary duties as may be 
necessitated by emergency conditions 
“The proposed bill has been submitted to 

and approved by the President of the United 
States.

Hitler’s triumphant march into Ru- 
mania has overshadowed one of the most 
active weeks on the North Sea front since 
the beginning of the war. While British 
and German air forces were exchanging 
plows in their struggle for mastery of 
the air, British sea power moved to de- 
liver a heavy blow against Hitler's prep- 
aration for invasion of the British Isles. 
According to the Madrid correspondent of 
the London Daily Express, between 10,000 
and 50,000 German troops were killed or 
wounded in the British naval and air at- 
tack on Cherbourg. In this attack sea 
planes flew over the harbor and dropped 


parachute flares. The warships then 
opened fire on the German positions 
which were kept under observation by 


the seaplanes. Their observations of the 
fall of shells were radioced to the ships, 
thereby enabling them to direct accurate- 
ly the fire of their guns. The firing ships 
constantly maneuvered and revealed 
their positions only by the flashes of 
their guns. In addition to this attack on 
Cherbourg, the British Admiralty report- 
ed that the British Navy had destroyed 
recently a complete German convoy of 
three supply ships and two escort ves- 
sels, also, hit another German vessel of 
about 7,000 tons with three torpedoes. 
This movement of both British and Ger- 
man shipping indicates that the waters 
adjacent to the French coasts are free 
of mines. 

Berlin reports that dive bombers have 
sunk a British submarine in the English 
channel and that the week’s losses of 
British, Allied and neutral shipping ex- 
the week ending 


weds 90,000 tons for 
Qctober 6th. The British Admiralty say 
that the losses are about one-third of 


those claimed by the Germans, further- 
more, that the the lowest in 
five months. Hlowever, Great Britain has 
found it necessary to requisition ten Es- 
tonian and Latvian ships which Russia 
insists belong to her, also, to take the 
Press representatives on an inspection 
tour of the shipping facilities of the 
Thames.

quiet nights. Tons and tons of bombs 
have been dropped but revolution and 
famine which Hitler hoped to bring 


about seem as far off as ever. There is 
no doubt that London is being damaged 
but there is nothing to indicate that Brit 
ish will to victory is being softened. The 
\xis may derive some comfort that 
Churchill has been questioned in Parlia- 
ment as to the British war aims. The op- 
position apparently was content with the 
reply that there was no necessity for dis- 
cussing war aims until it was demon- 
strated that Great Britain was strong 
enough to survive the forces which were 
threatening to destroy her. 


In the same way that Hitler's air 
armada has not curtailed to any appre- 
tlable degree the war activities of the 


British, the Royal Air Force bombings, 
far and wide over Germany and the ter- 
ritory controlled by her, have not pre- 
vented Germany from increasing her 
air activities over the British Isles. But 
Hitler has definitely failed to gain mas- 
tery of the air over the North Sea which 
is an absolute requisite before attempt- 
ing the invasion of Great Britain, which 
has heen heralded for months. 

The Battle of Britain having reached 
4 Stalemate, Hitler is now consolidating 
his position in the Balkans. It is re- 
ported that he is now establishing naval 
hases on the Black Sea and the Mediter- 
ranean. Whether or not the air and sea 
power of the Axis can be any more ef 
fective from the new bases than from 
those already in existence remains to be 
seen, 

_ Possible foes of Hitler's drive to the 
East are Yugoslavia, Bulgaria, Greece, 
Turkey and Russia. ‘io bring his superior 
land power against the British Mediter- 
ranean front, Hitler must gain and hold 
the Dardanelles, then make a long march 
through Turkey and Syria. The des- 
patches say that Greece, Turkey and Rus- 











sia are pledged to assist one another if 
Hitler moves against Greece. 

The presence of Nazis in the Balkans 
may be able to bring some aid to the Ital- 
ian forces now in Egypt, which remain 


stalled and apparently have made no 
gains since the previous week. Rain and 
mud are now becoming factors in this 


theatre. The reports from British Head- 
quarters in Egypt are to the effect that 
the morale of the British forces is very 
high as they are being continuously sup- 
plied with new and better equipment, 
ulso, troop reinforcements are streaming 
in from all parts of the Empire. 

While the land and air patterns re- 
mained the same on the Mediterranean 
front as during the past few weeks, Brit- 
ish and Italian sea forces clashed. Both 
sides claimed, as usual, to have inflicted 
severe damage on the enemy. The Brit- 
ish admit that a cruiser was damaged 
by a torpedo dropped from an airplane 
but claim that the cruiser Ajax sank two 
Italian destroyers and damaged a third 
which was later sunk by other British 
vessels. The Ajax participated in the 
battle off South America which resulted 
in driving the Graf Spee into a neutral 
harbor, from which she emerged to sink 
herself rather than risk destruction by 
the British blockading squadron. The 
Italians claim that one of her submarines 
has sunk a British submarine by gun- 
fire, also, that she has sunk eighteen 
British submarines during the past four 
months. 

Notwithstanding the increased activi- 
ties on all fronts, the reported presence 
of 50.000 Nazi troops in Norway and the 
opening of the Burma Road to China, 
there is no Indication that any major de- 
cision is likely to be reached on any front 
in the near future.

National Defense Council 

There is increasing speculation in and 
around the headquarters of the National 
Defense Commission regarding various 
and sundry proposals under consideration 
having their general purpose” the 
speeding up of the machinery of the de 
fense establishment, particularly in so 
far as it affects procurement. The belief 
seems to be gaining ground that whatever 
plan for revision may be agreed upon, and 
aecepted at the White Tlouse can hardly 
be put into effect for another month. 

An official of the Commission, whose 
name is not given, was quoted this week 
in a syndicated column as having drafted 
a plan for the creation by authority of 
Congress of a new defense council. This 
council would consist of five members, 
two of whom weuld be the Secretaries of 
War and Navy and the other three ap-

pointees of the President, who would also 
select the Chairman. 

The new Defense Council would be 
clothed with far reaching authority and 
responsibility for all phases of national 
defense. Such an agency, if properly 
manned, it is contended would go far 
toward meeting the criticisms of those 
who insist that the present Advisory De- 
fense Commission is handicapped by the 
lack of adequate authority, as well as by 
the leadership of a Chairman.

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Financial Digest 

Foreign developments and the progress 
of the defense program, as well as a pro- 
spective increase in foreign orders, con- 
tinue to influence events on the financial 
front. 

But for the uncertainties regarding 
Russia, financial experts believe prices 
would have gone higher this week. This 
factor together with the uncertainties 
that generally characterize a presidential 
year, retarded the upward trend the mar 
ket took under the pressure of an expand 
ing industrial situation. This expansion 
continues to be attributed to the develop- 
ment of the defense program which is 
nearing the early stages of large spend- 
ing and to the prospects of a tremendous 
increase in orders from Britain for her 
own defense. 

Figures of the Federal Reserve System 
reveal that commercial loans of member 
banks in New York City increased in the 
week ending on Wednesday last by $19,- 
000,000.00, the largest for any week since 
that ended on 11 Sept. last. This in- 
creased the total amount outstanding 
with these banks to $1,800,000,000,00, the 
highest in nearly three years. 

The departure this week of Speaker 
Rayburn for his home in Texas is ae- 
cepted as meaning that Congress will cen 
tinue recessing until after the elections. 
The purpose of the President to devote 
himself to the campaign also indicates 
that no legislation or proposals therefor 
are in prospect, 

Less reassuring, however, are repercus- 
sions from other sectors of the ever ex- 
tending defense front. A walk-out at a 
clothing plant in New Jersey by the work- 
ers who are members of the CTO, whose 
head is Sidney Hillman, National Defense 
Commissioner, is reported to have tied 
up production of 7,500 overccats for the 
United States Army under a War Depart- 
ment contract, The manager of the plant 
in question declared that his company 
has had a contract with an A. F. L. union 
for 20 years, and that the walk-out of the 
120 of the 250 employees was the result 
of a “jurisdictional strike” by the CIO 
tnion. He charged that a raid had been 
made on the union members in his plant 
and that the strike came without warn 
ing. 

Nor is a new ruling by the Acting 
Comptroller General, R. N. Elliott, re- 
varding defense contracts, calculated to 
encourage production at a time when 
speed is so urgently necessary in order 
to change materiel on order into materiel 
in hand. By this ruling contractors held 
to be violators of the Wagner Act may be 
denied national defense contracts even 
though they are found to be the lowest 
bidders under the competitive order sys 
tem, The Acting Comptroller General 
holds that defense orders may be 
awarded, in the discretion of the con- 
tracting authority, to higher bidders by 
simply converting the competitive con- 
tract into a negotiated one of the type 
authorized by Congress several months 
ago in an effort to speed up mass produce 
tion of emergency materiel, 

Also having effect upon the carrying 
out of the defense program may be the 
setting up of the standard work week un- 
der the Wage Hour Act which will be- 
come operative on 24 Oct. next. The pres- 
ent 42 hours will be reduced to 40 on that 
day and in preparation for that redue- 
tion, the Wage Hour Division has an- 
nounced amendments affecting hundreds 
of thousands of workers. The new regu 
lations re-define the classifications hither- 
to made of white collar workers whom it 
will not be required to pay overtime for 
work they do in excess of 40 hours a 
week, It is expected that nearly all Inter 
state Commerce establishments, many of 
which are engaged in defense production, 
will be affected by the broadened defini- 
tions included in the new regulations. 
These will apply chiefly to administra- 
tive, executive and professional employ- 
ees and to outside salesmen. These new 
regulations, however, will be subject to 
controversial interpretation, and the third 
year of Wage Hour Law operation will 





apparently find that statute facing many 
contests. 

A report just issued by the Federal 
Trade Commission, which has been in- 
vestigating commercial and industrial en- 
terprises, deals with the nine largest air- 
craft manufacturing concerns in the 
United States. It covers their perform- 
ance in 1939, when the larger part of their 
output was being sold to foreign govern- 
ments and the limitations on contracts for 
the War and Navy Departments were 
fixed at 12% by terms of the Vinson 
Trammell Act. These limitations were 
subsequently removed. This is the first of 
a series of similar studies of various 
American industries which will be issued 
from time to time by this Federal Agency 
as provided for in its organic law—the 
Federal Trade Commission Act. The sec- 
ond report in this series, which has also 
just been published, deals with the affairs 
of the six principal tobacco manufactur- 
ing corporations of the United States. 

Announcement has been made by the 
Department of State that the United 
States and Canada have agreed to start 
immediate engineering investigations on a 
major hydro-electric project in the St. 
Lawrence River in what is described by 
the Department as a plan to assure ade- 
quate power supplies for defense indus- 
tries. The entire waterway power project 
providing for a deep waterway linking 
the Great Lakes with the sea was em 
bodied in a treaty which the United 
States Senate rejected in 1934. Recently 
it was revealed that new negotiations had 
been started which it was said would in 
volve only power development as a so- 
called defense measure. 





Vetoes Reserve Benefits 


President Roosevelt on 15 Oct. vetoed 
the bill, S. 3266, which would have ex- 
tended benefits to Air Corps Reserve offi 
cers disabled on active duty subsequent 
to 1 July 1928 and prior to 3 April 19389. 
On the latter date a new law was enacted 
giving benefits to reserves injured on ac 
tive duty. The bill vetoed by President 
Roosevelt would have effected only 23 
Reserve officers. 

In his veto message the President said: 

“Any member of the Officers’ Reserve 
Corps or of the Enlisted Reserve Corps of 
the Army, who is physically injured in line 
of duty while on active duty, or when en 
gaged in authorized travel to and from such 
duty, or when engaged in authorized train 
ing without pay, or dies as the result of such 
injury is now entitled to all the benefits pre 
scribed by law for civil employees of the 
United States who are physically injured in 
line of duty or die as a result thereof. 


“All officers, warrant officers, or enlisted 
men of the Army of the United States, other 
than members of the Regular Army, who 


suffer disability or death in line of duty from 
disease or injury incurred subsequent to 
April 3, 1989, while on active duty in the 
service of the United States for periods in 
excess of 30 days may receive, in lieu of bene 
fits prescribed for civil employees, the same 
pensions, compensation, retirement pay, and 
hospital benefits provided for the Regular 
Army, act of April 3, 1939 (53 Stat. 557). 

“The effect of this bill would be to extend 
the provisions of the act of April 3, 1939, to 
Air Corps Reserve officers who were disabled 
while on extended active duty subsequent to 
July 1, 1928. By extending these benefits ret 
roactively for a limited period to Air Corps 
officers only, the measure would afford relief 
to a relatively small group, and would un- 
justly discriminate against Reserve person 
nel of other arms and services who may have 
suffered similar disabilities while on extended 
active duty between July 1, 1928, and April 
5, 1989 The War Department, the Veterans’ 
Administration, and the Bureau of the Bud 
get, all recommend that this measure be not 
approved,”

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Merchant Marine 

Three American passenger vessels are 
being despatched to the Orient to bring 
home about 3,000 American nationals who 
desire to return to the United States be- 
cause of unsettled conditions in the Far 
East. 

The three vessels will supplement the 
regular services to the Orient which have 
reported all passenger accommodations 
filled for weeks to come. 

Being pressed into service are the Mat- 
son liners Mariposa and Monterey and 
the United States Lines ship Washington. 
Use of the Washington, now in the inter- 
coastal service, has given rise to rumors 
that the new liner America may be taken 
from the West Indies cruise service and 
put on the inter-coastal run. 

The 3,000 Americans seeking repatria- 
tion are for the most part civilian em- 
ployees of the Army and Navy and fami- 
lies of members of the Services. About 
17,000 citizens are estimated to be in the 
areas where consuls are advising their 
citizens to leave. 

Sell 19 Ships to British 

Contract for sale of 19 vessels of the 
laid-up fleet to British interests has been 
awarded by the Maritime Commission. 
The commission rejected bids on six other 
vessels. 

The bid accepted was that of J. HW. Win- 
chester and Company, Inc., of New York, 
entered on behalf of Lochinver, Ltd.; 
Sir R. Ropner and Co., Ltd.; Sir William 
Reardon Smith and Sons; and Common 
Brothers, all of England. Winchester of- 
fered a lump sum of $4,640,000 for the 
19 ships, submitting individual bids 
ranging from $203,660 for the Anacortes 
to $266,700 for the Editor. These bids 
were far in excess of the amounts offered 
by the ten other concerns which sub- 
mitted bids on 8 Oct. Next highest bid 
was less than $180,000, and highest bid 
on any one of the six ships whose sale 
was withheld was $105,000 offered for 
the West Raritans by Mystic Steamship 
Company of Boston. 

The ships sold to England are the 
Abereos, Anacortes, Brave Coeur, Coaxet, 
Editor, Eelbeck, Effna, Hoxie, Janelew, 
Kisnop, Manatee, Mosella, Stanley, West- 
pool, Westport, West Amargosa, West 
Caddoa, Western Chief and Western 
Maid. Bids were rejected on the Artemis, 
Braddock, West Jaffrey, West Raritans, 
West Saginaw and Western City. 

Many of the 19 purchased ships will be 
reconditioned in American yards before 
delivery to England. 

Two Ships Delivered 

The C-1 cargo vessel Joseph Lykes was 
delivered 15 Oct. to Lykes’ Brothers 
Steamship Company by Federal SB & DD 
Company. The first of the C-1’s to be 
placed in service, she will go into Lykes’ 


service from Gulf ports to the Far East. 
The C-3 cargo vessel Exchequer was 
delivered the same day to the United 


States Navy by Ingalls SB Corporation, 

*ascagoula, Miss. She is the eleventh ves- 

sel of her type to be placed in service, 
Old Liner to Army 

The Maritime Commission is lending 
the old coal-burning passenger ship 
Amerika to the Army. 

Legislation Progresses 

Virtual suspension: of sessions of Con- 
gress finds virtually all maritime legisla- 
tion enacted into law. 

The President has signed S. 4341, 
which suspends during the national 
emergency provisions of law which pro- 
hibit more than eight hours’ work in any 
day of workmen engaged on Maritime 
Commission contracts. 

Awaiting approval is 8S. 4299, author- 
izing the Maritime Commission to fur- 
nish vessels to State Nautical Schools 
and inerease the amount of federal aid 
to such schools. 

H. J. Resolution 602, authorizing the 
commission to furnish a training ship to 
the Pennsylvania Nautical School to re- 
place the condemned Annapolis, also has 
been signed. 

The President has before him H. R. 
9581, amending the Merchant Marine Act 
of 1936 to enable establishment of re- 
serve funds for ship construction. 


Reserve Age Limits 

Previous policy concerning age limits 
for Reserve Officers for extended active 
duty under Public Resolution 96, 76th 
Congress, has been modified by the War 
Department as follows: 

(1) Except for the Medical Department, no 
officer will be ordered to extended active 
duty: 

(a) For service with troop units, whose age 
is more than five years greater than the 
maximum specified for the appointment of an 
officer of his grade and arm or service jn 
paragraph 13c, AR 140-5, 

(b) For service other than with troop units, 
whose age is more than the maximum pre 
scribed below for an officer of his grade: 

2d Lieutenant—45 years. 

Ist Lieutenant—47 years. 

Captain—50 years. 

Major—4 years. 

Lt. Colonel—5S8 years. 

Colonel—60 years. 

(2) Age restrictions, prescribed in para 
graph 7e (1) above, are not applicable to offi 
cers of the Medical Department. 

f. (1) Only those officers of the Medica! 
Corps Reserve who have completed one year's 
service as internes or who have one year's 
experience in the practice of medicine will be 
eligible for active duty. 

(2) A Medical or Dental Corps Reserve offi 
cer, Who in his civilian capacity, is in the em 
ploy of the Veterans’ Administration, will not 
be ordered to extended active duty until the 
Veterans’ Administration has had an oppor 
tunity to secure a replacement for him, As 
signment jurisdictions, desiring to order any 
Medical or Dental Corps Reserve officer of 
this category to active duty, will report the 
name of the officer concerned to The Adjutant 
General, who will notify the assignment 
authority as to the date on which the Reserve 
officer will be available for active duty under 
his Reserve commission 





Baton Rouge Air Corps Station 

A site in the vicinity of Baton Rouge, 
La., has been selected for the location of 
anew air corps station, It is planned that 
when facilities become available, the 58th 
Pursuit Group (Interceptor) and the 
50th Air Base Group will be formed at 
this station. 

Total strength of the garrison, includ- 
ing service elements will be approxi- 
mately 190 officers and 1,800 enlisted 
men.

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Enlisted Men’s Pay 

Several steps vitally affecting pay of 
enlisted men of the National Guard and 
Naval Reserve inducted into Federal ser- 
vice were taken by government agencies 
this week. 

The Comptroller General ruled that the 
provision of the Selective Service Train- 
ing Act for payment of $21 a month to 
enlisted men during the first four months 
service in the Regular Establishment ap- 
plies to enlisted men first enlisted in the 
Regular Navy following enlisted service 
in the Navy or Marine Corps Reserves. 

The decision was made in response to a 
question by the Paymaster General of the 
Marine Corps. The Navy was affected be- 
cause the draft act provides that pay 
scales set up in the act for the Army shall 
apply also to the Marine Corps. By in- 
ference it is taken that the decision applies 
also to the inducted National Guard, and 
is interpreted as meaning that all enlisted 
men of the seventh grade brought into the 
regular service from either the National 
Guard or Marine Reserve shall receive $21 
a month during the first four months 
service, even if they should be promoted 
to higher grades during the first four 
months. 

The second setup was taken with sub- 
mission to the Comptroller General for 
decision of the question of whether ser- 
vice in the National Guard may not be 
counted as a first enlistment in the Regu- 
lar Service in the cases of men inducted. 
Ifa favorable ruling is obtained, this will 
mean that inducted National Guardsmen 
of the seventh pay grade will immediately 
receive $30 a month instead of the $21 
prescribed by the draft act. 

Meanwhile at the Capitol, Representa- 
tive Hawks introduced on 17 Oct. a bill, 
HR 10646, which would amend the 1922 
pay Act to permit service in the National 
Guard to be counted in computing longe- 
vity pay of warrant officers and enlisted 
men of the Army and Marine Corps. Com- 
nissioned oflicers of the National Guard 
inducted into Federal Service may count 
all their commissioned National Guard 
service and half of any inactive reserve 
oficer service, for longevity pay. En- 
listed men may count only Federal ser- 
rice. 

A fourth step was clarification by the 
Comptroller General of many points 
brought up in applying the new pay pro- 
visions to the Navy and Marine Corps. 
The act provides that the Navy shall be 
entitled to the same allowances as the 
Army. 

In deciding that initial pay of inducted 
National Guardsmen for Naval or Marine 
Reservists shall be $21 for each of the 
lirst four months, the Comptroller Gen 
eral suid: 

“Enlisted men of the Regular Navy and 
Regular Marine Corps are entitled to $21 a 
month during the first four months period of 
their initial enlistment in the Regular Navy 
or Regular Marine Corps irrespective of the 
grade to which they may be promoted during 
that four months. 

“Enlisted men of the Naval Reserve and 
Marine Corps Reserve are entitled to the same 
pay as is received by enlisted men of the 
Regular Navy or Regular Marine Corps of 
the same grade or length of service. There 
fore enlisted men of the Naval Reserve or of 
the Marine Corps Reserve of the seventh grade 
Who have less than four months service in the 
Reserve and no other service are entitled to 
#1 a month until they shall have completed 
four months of service in their initial enlist- 
ment, 

“The Naval Reserve law permits, and the 
regulations provide, that men may be enlisted 
inthe Naval Reserve or Marine Corps Reserve 
in grades above the lowest; and where that is 
done the man will be entitled to the pay fixed 
for enlisted men of the Regular Navy or Regu- 
lar Marine Corps of the same grade or rat- 
ing and length of service irrespective of the 
time he served in the Naval Reserve or in the 
— Corps Reserve when ordered to active 

The Comptroller General’s second de 
cision was in answer to several questions 
the application to the Navy of provi- 
sions of the Selective Service Act primar- 
ily directed at the Army. The questions 
and answers summarized were: 

A. Does the Act entitle all enlisted men of 
the Navy in the first, second and third pay 

srades to transportation of dependents? No, 
replied the Comptroller General. Officers’ 
teward, Cooks 2nd class and Musicians 3rd 
Class of the Navy will not be assimilated for 
transportation benefits with enlisted men of 


| the Army of the 3rd pay grade. 





B. Does the Act apply to the Navy the 
clothing allowance authorized for enlisted 
men of the Army? No, the Comptroller ruled. 
The specific reference to clothing allowances 
in Section 7 of the Act, and the fact that 
clothing provided for enlisted men of the 
Army is not strictly an allowance but is de- 
pendent on the action of the President which 
may as it does at the present time, takes the 
form of furnishing only the clothing neces- 
sary for the duties assigned instead of a 
money payment for clothing not drawn, re- 
moves the clothing allowance from the pro- 
vision of the Act giving to enlisted men of the 
Navy at least the same pay and allowances 
as are provided for the Army. 

Are enlisted men of the Navy entitled to 
the furlough ration prescribed for enlisted 
men of the Army or to the commuted value of 
the ration authorized by the current Navy Ap- 
propriation Act? The commuted value of the 
furlough ration payable to enlisted men of 
the Navy is limited to that provided by the 
War Department for enlisted men of the 
Army, said the Comptroller General. The 
furlough ration for the Insular force of the 
Navy should be limited to the amount pre- 
scribed by the War Department for Philip- 
pine Scouts. (The commutation value of the 
furlough ration of the Army for this fiscal 
year is forty-two cents, the allowance for the 
Philippine Scouts twenty cents. The current 
Navy allowance is fifty cents.) 

Il). Does the twenty-one dollars per month 
pay for less than four months’ service apply 
to the enlisted men of the Naval and Marine 
Corps Reserves? This provision, said the 
Comptroller General, applies to enlisted men 
of the Reserves in the seventh pay grade 
without prior service and who have not served 
four months in the Reserves at the time they 


are ordered to active duty. 

kK. If so, does it include the four month 
period immediately following enlistment or 
it does include only periods of drill, train- 


ing and active duty? The Act, answered the 
Comptroller General, applies to the four 
month period immediately following initial 
enlistment, 

F. If it is decided that the provision for 
payment of twenty-one dollars per month to 
enlisted men during initial four months’ ser- 
vice in first enlistment does not apply to the 


Reserves, would this provision be applicable 


to enlisted men on first enlistment in the 
Regular Navy following service in the Re- 
serves? A man enlisted in the Navy or Ma- 
rine Corps after service in the Naval Reserve 
ov the Marine Corps Reserve could not in- 
clude Reserve service as part of his first en 


listment period in the Regular Navy.

Protests Nat. Guard Exams

“IT am advised that National Guard officers 
who have spent many years in the service, and 
who have taken many rigid physical examina- 
tions at regular intervals are now being told 
that they have suddenly become unfit for ser- 
vice, and are to be kicked out of the Army as 
a result Of one examination, If I am advised 
correctly, these National Guard officers have 


not only taken frequent physical examina- 
tions, but were also examined by regular 
Army physicians when the Guard was in 


ducted into the regular Army. 

“This is not only being practiced in Okla- 
homa, but judging from what several other 
members of Congress tell me, it is being done 
throughout the country. 

“I have protested to the Surgeon General, 
and now I desire to protest to you against 
what I am convinced is a well-organized, 
nation-wide scheme on the part of the regular 
Army officers to replace valuable and efficient 
National Guard officers with the younger 
officers of the regular Army. 


“I hereby request that the matter be im- 


mediately investigated and rectified, to the 
end that all National Guard oflicers receive

First Naval Reserves to Duty 

The Navy Department this week or- 
dered the Second Division of the Or- 
ganized Naval Reserve of Baltimore to 
active duty, commencing Friday, 18 Oct. 
The Division proceeded to New York as 
a unit, where it will be embarked on the 
liner Washington for transportation to 
the Canal Zone, The Division will remain 
on active duty for the duration of the 
emergency. 

Four officers and approximately 135 
men will comprise this Division, which 
is the first unit of the Organized Reserve 
to be ordered to active duty. Lt. Comdr, 
R. N. Gardner, USNR., is the command- 
ing officer. 

The men reported to their armory in 
Baltimore at 6:00 a.m. on 18 Oct. for 
muster and final checking of records and 
personal equipment. The division de- 
parted from the Camden Street Station 
at 9:42 a.m., and upon arrival in New 
York proceeded to the Receiving Ship at 
the Brooklyn Navy Yard, where they will 
be issued full uniforms for tropical duty, 
hefore embarking on the SS Washington. 

The cases of those men wlio request de- 
ferment from this compulsory active duty 
will be handled by the Navy Department 
prior to the departure of the division 
from Baltimore. Exemptions will be 
granted on the same basis as deferment 
for Selective Service under Volume 3 of 
the Selective Service Regulations. 





Shoes for the Services 

Under present plans only service-type 
shoes will be issued to Army men, two 
pairs to each man, the garrison shoe hav 
ing been abandoned, according to Hl. M. 
McAdoo, group executive for Leather in 
the Advisory Commission to the Council 
of National Defense. In an address 17 
Oct. before the Tanners’ Council of 
America meeting in Chicago, Mr. Me 
Adoo said:

pairs per year. Up to the present, pur 
chases of Army shoes for the year 1940 
amount to about 4,135,000 pairs. Exact 


figures cannot be given for the total foot- 
wear needs of the current program. But 
it has been estimated by some sources 
that the consumption rate per man may 
average between four and five pairs per 
year or about twice the rate of civilian 
consumption. The demand, therefore, 
might be anywhere from five to seven mil 
lion pairs annually after the presently 
contemplated force has been called up. It 
is possible that this estimate may be ex- 
cessive. Incidentally, only service-type 
shoes will be issued—-two pairs to a man. 
Garrison shoes have been abandoned, thus 
avoiding excessive demands for calfskins 
for this type of shoe. So far as is known, 
however, the Navy will continue to order 
shoes made of calf as long as it is eco 
nomically feasible.

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Motor Vehicle Policy 


Hereafter the supply of administrative 
motor vehicles for administrative pur- 
poses to all posts, camps and stations of 
the Continental United States including 
exempted stations, will be a responsibil- 
ity of Corps Area Commanders, the War 
Department has advised the service. 

In view of the rapid expansion of the 
Army, it is considered imperative that 
essential needs at posts, camps and sta- 
tions be met promptly. The source of sup- 
ply will be Corps Area Pools. 

It is the policy of the War Department 
to equip units with all-wheel drive ve- 
hicles, passenger cars excepted, at the 
earliest practicable date, and that 4 x 2 
(two wheel drive) transportation in these 
organizations will be transferred to ad- 
ministrative use, Pending the time that 
this can be done, Corps Area Comman- 
ders are authorized to transfer 4 x 2 ve- 
hicles from units te administrative use 
where the need exists, provided such 
units are not reduced below minimum 
training allowances established by Corps 
Area Commanders. 

In carrying out this policy, Corps Area 
Commanders have been told to initiate a 
survey of Corps Area and exempted sta- 
tion needs and resources in administra- 
tive motor vehicles and forward, so as to 
reach The Quartermaster General not 
later than 25 Oct., a report showing the 
net requirements of administrative ve- 
hicles by types and quantities, with ship- 
ping points indicated. Insofar as practi- 
cable, shipping points will be the Quarter- 
master Motor Supply Depot for the Corps 
Area concerned. 


Red Cross Aids Services 

At the request of the War and Navy 
Departments the American Red Cross, 
Hon. Norman H. Davis, Chairman, is pro- 
viding for the immediate expansion of its 
welfare facilities at military and naval 
stations throughout the country, in an 
effort to keep pace with the increasing 
strength of the armed forces afloat and 
ashore. Pursuant to the mandate set 
forth in its charter from the Congress 
the American Red Cross aiways has rec- 
ognized aid to the men of the services and 
their families as one of its most important 
obligations. 

Red Cross Field Directors are attached 
to all Army and Navy stations and serve 
as liaison officers between the men of the 
services and the Red Cross chapters in 
their home towns when questions involv- 
ing family and personal problems de- 
velop. The number of these field directors 
has recently been increased by twelve. 
They will have been assigned to new sta- 
tions and air bases now preparing to re- 
ceive the additional personnel that will 
be called to the Colors as the units of the 
National Guard are mobilized and the 
trainees enrolled for national service are 
ordered to duty. 

In announcing the expansion of its pro- 
gram of aid for the armed forces the Red 
Cross lists the following additional de- 
fense preparation projects to which its 
activities are directed: Strengthening of 
the nurses’ reserves, enrollment of medi- 
cal technologists, intensified efforts to 
train civilians in first aid and life saving 
principles, and launching of a nation- 
wide blood plasma reservoir for use in 
emergency transfusions. 

Already the Red Cross Military and 
Naval Welfare service extends to 795 
points in the United States and insular 
military departments, including stations, 
posts and the larger hospitals of the 
Army, Navy, Marine Corps, Coast Guard, 
and administrative offices of the Veter- 
ans’ Administration. Field work is con- 
ducted from 80 base stations with resi- 
dent service maintained at larger stations 
and all major hospitals. Other points are 
served on a visiting basis and by constant 
telephone and radio liaison between mili- 
tary and naval authorities and Red Cross 
Field Directors. The total personnel en- 
gaged in this work for the armed forces 
is at present 236. 

It is at the specific request of the War 
and Navy Departments that the Red 
Cross renders the following assistance to 
the defense establishment by sea, air and 
land: Arranges for the relief of service 
men’s families in distress; assists in lo- 








cating service men or families; assists in 
obtaining employment for members of 


families connected with the bial aids 
men being discharged for disabilities to 
reestablish themselves; obtains reports 
on home conditions required in consider- 
ing questions of dependency discharges, 
emergency furloughs and disposition of 
other matters; coordinates recreational 
activities for convalese ing service men in 
general hospitals; and acts as liaison be- 
tween hospitals and families of men dan- 
gerously ill. 

In addition the Red Cross provides med- 
ical social service in military and naval 
hospitals. This includes the gathering of 
family special and medical data required 
by medical authorities in diagnosing and 
treating certain diseases and in eliminat- 
ing causes of anxiety which retards re- 
covery. This Red Cross activity was in- 
augurated during the first World War 
and is founded upon the established fact 
that anxiety, worry and fear are detri- 
mental to physical and mental health, im- 
portant factors in maintaining morale of 
a fighting force. In the last fiscal year 
the Red Cross assisted through its field 
directors 53,365 active service men. Chap- 
ters offering assistance to families of en- 
listed men handled 12,155 individual 
cases. This aid was in addition to the 
handling of 140.357 cases pertaining to 
veterans and of 58,505 cases of ex-service 
men and their families dealt with in re- 
gional offices of the U. S. Veterans Ad- 
ministration.
